Wasuincron, Nov, 21.—Frederick B. Lil- 
ley, who was removed last Summer from the 
position of Deputy Auditor for the Post Office 
Department, was arrested last Saturday, 
charged by the Government with having taken 
bribes from George F, Brott, a mail contrac- 
tor, the money so taken having been compen- 
sation for procuring a contract for Brott, and 
for other fraudulent services performed in his 
behalf. The hearing began this afternoon 
before United States Commissioner Bundy. 
Col. W. A. Cook appeared for the Govern- 
ment and Col. Enoch Totten and Jeremiah 
Wilson, who are also retained for Gen. Brady, 
supported the accused. It was plain from the 
outset that the Government would encounter 
in this preliminary hearing very effective oppo- 
sition. Mr. Brott, the Governient’s only 
really valuable witness, was not present, for 
reasons that will hereafter be explained. In- 
spector P. H. Woodward, of the Post Office 
Department, was the Government's first wit- 
ness, and Col. Cook’s attempt to estab- 
lish by him the fact that Brott had 
been a contractor was a failure.  Lilley’s 
counsel objected, and demanded that the 
books of the department should be 
used to show this. Mr. Woodward then pro- 
cuced three letters, alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Lilley to Brott while Lilley was Dep- 
aty Auditor. These letters had been given to 
Woodward by Brott in May or June last. 
Two of them were complete, and the last page 
of the other was missing. The imperfect let- 
ter was not admitted, Lilley’s counsel assert- 
ing that the missing part might explain that 
which had been preserved. Col, Cook re- 
marked that the fragment in his hand could 
not be satisfactorily explained, and Mr. Wil- 
son replied that there was a mighty good ex- 
planation of the whole matter. Objection 
was made to the admission of the complete let- 
ters onthe ground that they did not relate 
wholly or in part to the charge preferred 
against Lilley, but they were admitted subject 
to the understanding that they should here- 
after be connected with the charge. These 
letters were as follows:

We have not received the contract, but the order 
tor the contract is for once-a-weck service between 
above points in safe and suitable steam-boats, 
at compensation of $4,000 per annum, andI know 
that is the sum they are to receive. It was the in- 
tention to get a higher figure, but the — fools 
made amistakein the distance. I should not be 
much surprised if the contract or order was an- 
nuiled. Don’t you meet Price here nor elsewhere. 


Let the matter go through for at least one quarter. 
You can then make better terms with him. Yours,

An attempt was then made to get in evi- 
dence four official communications, which had 
apparently been sent from the Auditor’s office 
to Brott. These related to certain drafts in 
favor of J. R. Irwin, which bad been placed on 
file in the department. They had been given 
to Woodwara by Brott, with the letters, and 
were signed by Auditor McGrew, whose sig- 
nature had been atlixed by means of a stamp. 
Ubjection was made on the ground that there 
was no evidence connecting these papers 
with Lilley, but Col. Cook claimed 
them because they tended to show 
that Irwin had drafts on file at that time. 
The Commissioner declared that he would rule 
out these papers unless it should be proved that 
they had originated in the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Mr. Woodward was called upon to 
identify them as official communications, but 
hé could not do this. He eould not identify 
McGrew’s signature nor explain certain initials 
which department officers are supposed to have 
put on the papers at the time they were made 
out. The Commissioner then ruled out the 
four papers, and the defendant’s counsel 
displayed their confidence in facetious re- 
marks. Mr. Woodward then testified that 
he had received from Brott a statement in 
writing, and he produced it, but objection 
was quickly and successfully interposed.  Lil- 
ley’s counsel maintained that Brott himself 
should be brought in. Col. Cook said that the 
records bearing on the case would be pro- 
duced to-morrow. ‘‘ Papers have been out 
for Brott,” said he, ‘‘ for several days, but we 
have not been able to find him. Unless he 
turns up we may ask for delay.” 

‘Why don’t you gotothe Grand Jury?” 
asked Col. Totten. 

“We went to court with an information,”’ 
began Col. Cook in reply. 

‘*And you went ont on the same platform,” 
taid Col. Totten. 

‘* And went out with more information than 
we took in,” continued Col. Cook. 

hein have still more to give you,” was the 
reply. 

“We are now proceeding in accordance 
with that court’s decision and your argu- 
ments,”’ said Col. Cook. ‘t You objected toa 
proceeding by information and called for a 
proceeding by Grand Jury. We are now go- 
ing before the Grand Jury by way, of the 
Commissioner, and you object to that. If we 
should abandon this method you would say 
that we were abandoning the method which 
has been sanctified by the use of centuries.” 

After a further interchange of legal courte- 
sies, counsel for Lilley advised Col. Cook to 
to bring better testimony next time, and the 
hearing was adjourned until to-morrow. 

There 1s something very unsatisfactory about 
the opening of this ease, and explanations are 
rose needed. A warrant was issued for

starly on Friday morning. Brott was then 

n the city. The warrant was served upon 

Lilley Saturday morning, but at that time 

Brott could not befound. His friends reported 

that he had left the city without giving any 

address. It is believed that the issuing of the 
warrants was known by Lilley and Brott on 
Friday, and that interested persons tried that 
night to induce Brott to leave the city. It is 
fair to presume that with Brott’s testimony 


the Government might easily make a prima 
facie case, What the Government can do 
without it remains to be seen.

STRAW BID CASES DELAYED, 
PuriapELputa, Nov. 21.—The trial on a 
criminal charge of Joseph R. Black, Henry 
Arbuckle, William R. Cason, Joseph Black- 
man, Joseph Funk, H. Legrand Ensign; 
Thomas A. McDevitt, Benjamin B. Wiley, and 
Christian K. Price, who are charged with hay-

THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST. 
IDLE RUMORS IN REGARD TO MR, HISCOCK’S 
CANVASS. 

Wasuincton, Nov. 21.—As the time 
fixed for the opening of Congress approaches, 
the contest for the Speakership becomes not 
only more and more interesting, but, to speak 
mildly, peculiar in its development of the tac- 
tics which some gentlemen regard as honor- 
able. One of the latest of these outcroppings 
is a story in regard to the canvass of Mr, His- 
ececk. From the first that gentleman has led 


all the other competitors, and his canvass was 
never in better shape that at present. Know- 
ing this, and fearing bis strength, certain of 
his opponents have tried te injure him by 
starting the idle rumor that he was about to 
withdraw from the Speakership contest and 
concentrate his forces in an effort to elect a 
friend of his Clerk of the House. This yarn 
is absurd upen its face. The fact is that all 
efforts to divorce the support of the New-York 
de'egation from Mr. Hiscock have signally 
failed. Every Republican member of that 
delegation will not only vote for, but work for, 
him cordially to the end. In other directions 
he already has such pledged strength that 
nothing but a combination of Western mem- 
bers, which is almost an impossibility, can de- 
feat him. The best judges here freely predict

The bankers of the District of Columbia 
called upon Secretary Folger at the Treasury 


Department this afternoon, and were individu- 
ally introduced by Mr. Jobn W, Thompson, 
President of the National Metropolitan Bank. 
The Hon, Edgar M. Marble, Commissioner 
of Patents, to-day tendered his resignation, to 
take effect Dec. 10. Mr. Marble resigns in or- 
der to accept more lucrative employment as 


Land Commissioner for the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company. 


The Grand Jury this morning presented 
seven indictments against Capt. A. W. How- 


gate. Oneis for forging a voucher for $2,500 
in the name of H. D. Sayre. The others are 
for embezzlement as follows: 20th of May, 
1879, $3,150; 21st of August, 1880, $17,160; 
22d of September, 1879, $13,500; Ist of Septem- 
ber, 1880, $7,500; 19th of August, 1880, $2,000; 
5th of February, 1880, $6,000, 

There are outstanding about $2,200,000 in 
United States 6 per cent. bonds, series of 1880 


and 1881, which have matured. The one hun- 
dred and fourth cali matured Oct. 1, but a 
large amount of the bonds embraced therein 
are still outstanding. Of the bonds embraced 
in the one hundred and fifth call, which ma- 
tures Dec. 24, there are more than $9,500,000 
outstanding. These bonds are payable at par 
and accrued interest upon presentation. 


A decision was rendered to-day by the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of 


the Nevada Bank, of San Francisco, against 
John Sedgwick, which presents the question 
whether the capital of a State bank ‘‘ invested 
abroad and in foreign countries’’ can be taxed 
by the United States. This court decides that 
itcan, The case as presented comes clearly 
within the principle which was applied in 
Kirtland against Hotchkiss, 100 United States, 
491. The judgment of the Circuit Court is 
affirmed. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 

A question of considerable interest has been 
submitted to First Controller Lawrence for 


decision. It is substantially as follows: A 
gentleman in this city recently applied at the 
department to have a large amount ef United 
States registered bonds, which were in his 
wife’s name, transferred to himself, giving as 
a reason for such application that his wife had 
become insane and was no lenger capable of 
taking care of thesecurities. The State laws 
on this subject, it is understood, vary consid- 
erably, some of them allowing a husband to 
transier his wife’s property to himself in the 
event of his appointment as ber guardian by a 
probate court. The question excites consider- 
able interest among the legal prefession in the 
department. 

Letters of complaint from District Superin- 
tendents and keepers of life-saving stations 
relative to the small compensation allowed 
the keepers are received at the Treasury De- 
partment almost daily. The compensation is 
only $400 per annum, and the officers main- 
tain that they cannot live comfortably on that 
amount and in many cases decline to serve 
longer. Superintendent Kimball has written 
to the discontented officers assuring them that 
he will do his utmost as soon as Congress 
meets to have their pay adjusted satisfacter- 
ily. Mr. Kimball will devote considerable 
space to this matter in his annual report. On 
acceunt of the dissatisfaction which prevails 
one station in the Eighth District has already 
been closed, and it is feared that unless favor- 
able action is taken by Congress other stations 
will have to be closed in the Spring for want 
of crews. The District Sunerintendents write 
that it will be absolutely impossible to secure 
the services of good men at the present rate of 
compensation. 

Acting Postmaster-General Hatton to-day 
announced a decision to the effect that matter 
produced by a hand-stamp, a type-writer, or a 
copy press is all, prima facie, suoject to frst 
class rates of postage, but that this presump- 
tion may be removed by an examination of 
the matter produced by the process adopted, 
the question to be determined in each case 
being whether or not the matter is 
intended for use enly between two 
persons upon subjects personal to them- 
selves. In illustration of the meaning of this 
decision, the acting Postmaster-General says: 
‘When the hand-stamp is used upon the matter 
inclosed, or upon a tag or circular accompany- 
ing the matter,and it refers to the matter itself 
—its dye width, weight, or quality—it will 
usually appear that the reproduction by the 
hand-stamp may properly be classed as printed 
matter, the reference to the thing inclosed gen- 
erally excluding the idea of personality. On 
the other hand, where the thing to which the 
reproduction relates is not inclosed, but infor- 
mation is given regarding its contents, as when 
the maker or engraver of a note is advised by 
the holder of the date when the note falls due 
by stamping the date on the printed notice, the 
matter will be held personal.”

THE OLD REBEL LEAVEN 


THE WORDS AND ACIS OF SOUTH 
CAROLINA BOURBONS. 

WHAT CHARLESTON’S MILITARY VISITORS 
BAW BENEATH THE GENEROUS HOSPI- 
TALITY—AN UNDYING, UNSCRUPULOUS 
HATRED OF REPUBLICAN MEN AND 
PRINCIPLES. 

Hartrorp, Nov. 21.—The recent visit of 
the Connecticut First Regiment, with Gov. 
Bigelow and other invited guests, to Charles- 
ton, 8. C., after the ceremonies at Yorktown, 
was one of great enjoyment in many respects, 
and a]l that has been said about it in the news- 
papers has been in the nature of extravagant 
praise. Se emphatic, indeed, has been the 
open verdict as to the pleasures of the trip and 
the unbounded hospitality displayed by the 
people of Charleston that the Democratic 
papers of Connecticut have availed themselves 
of what they have considered an exceptional 
opportunity to lecture the Republicans on the 
subject of Southern loyalty and good-fellow- 
ship, as if there were special partisan lessons 
to be enforced out of the whole-souled hospi- 
tality of the South Carolina reception. Were 
it not for this attempt to make political capi- 
tal out of a purely social affair it would prob- 


ably be in good taste to say no more than has 
been said in their public journals regarding 
the experience of the visitors; but there area 
few facts which under the circumstances make 
it at least excusable to disclose some of the un- 
pleasant features of the Charleston demonstra- 
tion. 

The visitors were mostly Republicans, in- 
cluding the military and, invited guests, and 
their visit was intended as a cordial recogni- 
tion of all the people of the city of Charleston, 
Upon their arrival there, or very soon after, 
it was discovered that the entire arrangements 
for their reception and entertainment were in 
the hands of leading Democrats, A little in- 
guiry developed the fact that there was nota 
Republican upon any of the committees, nor 
had asingle Republican been ‘invited to the 
banquet provided for the guests. Some of the 
visitors were acquainted with a few leading 
Republicans, including the Postmaster, the Col- 
lector of Customs, and other Federal officers, 
and, in corversation with these gentlemen, 
ascertained that there had been a studious 
effort to ignore Republicans in all the details 
of the reception. This discovery was offensive 
tv some of the Connecticut men, and they de- 
clined to attend the banquet, and made their 
dissatisfaction known, im a polite way, to some 
of the Democratic citizens of Charleston, 
and in deference to this expression a few 
invitations to the banquet were sent at the 
last moment to persons who had been ignored, 
but the compliment was not considered timely 
enough to warrant an acceptance. One of the 
Charieston Republicans, who hoids an honora- 
ble Government position, married a lady born 
in that city. He is a gentleman of culture and 
she a lady of refinement. <A leading citizen of 
this State, one of the guests of the excursion 
party, aceepted the hospitality of this family 
and heard what surprised him greatly, but 
much less than if he had not seen the display 
of exclusiveness in the reception arrangements, 
The lady said to him, ‘‘ You can have no idea 
of the social ostracism which is carried out 
here by the Bourbon Democrats toward Re- 
publicans. Though 1 was born and reared 
here, yet the fact that my husband is a Repub- 
lican is considered enough to bar me from the 
society of people with whom I have been 
acquainted all my life and formerly associated. 
They do not recognize me even upon the 
street. Where we attend church the majority 
of the communicants are in sympathy with 
political Bourbonism, and none of these people 
recognize usin any way. Even the minister 
does not speak to us. What you see here in 
this reception is no surprise to us; it is only 
= common thing, what we experience every 

ay. 

Another visitor, in giving an account of the 
trip to THe TIMEs’s correspordent, said his 
astonishment over the treatment of Republi- 
cans was nothing compared to his amazement 
when he found how ready the leading Demo- 
crats in private conversation were to admit 
and defend their persecutions, secial and po- 
litieal. They were delighted, of course, to do 
the handsome thing by their visitors and to 
ask no questions as to politics, but when it 
came to a matter of citizenship, and not of 
visitation, in South Carolina, they were deter- 
mined to give no recognition to Republicans. 
The idea seemed to be that if any Northern 
Republican could come down there and not 
see that it was for his interest to act with the 
Democratic Party he had better stay way, and 
the argument was that the only protection to 
be had was in uniting the intelligent whites 
against an ignorant colored population, 
One South Carolinian—who is a leading Dem- 
ocratic politician, and whose name was given— 
told the Connecticut man that in defense of 
the maintenance of the white element in poli- 
tics, distinctively known as the Democratic 
Party, he himseif and others, in the adminis- 
tration of party affairs, had controlled, and 
would continue to control, the ballot-box by 
any means, and these means hitherto had been 
principally the use of tissue ballots and count- 
ing-out processes. The situation was repre- 
sented to be soextreme that to admit a resort 
to fraudulent measures against the suffrage 
was only to confess a greater love of honest 
administration and the highest good of the 
State; andthe Connecticut listener was as- 
sured that if he were living in South Carolina 
he would be only too glad to adopt himself the 
sentiments advanced. The honest, straight- 
forward way in which these matters were 
talked over gave the visitors a singular impres- 
sion of Southern frankness, to say the least, 
while opening their eyes to a condition of 
things which they had not before permitted 
themselves to fully believe, even in the height 
of their partisan feeling at home. 

As an offset to this South Carolina senti- 
ment, the Connecticut gentlemen found an en- 
tirely different state of feeling among the lead- 
ing Democrats of North Carolina and Georgia, 
many of whom they met, including the Gov- 
ernors of both States. There was none of the 
bitter, uncompromising partisanship of the Pal- 
metto State exhibited, but, on the contrary, a 
disposition to be extremely liberal, both for 
the geod of the colored people and the develop- 
ment of State interests. No evidence appeared 
to show the slightest hostility toward Republi- 
cans fer opinion’s sake. There was a general 
expression of good feeling and a strong desire 
that Northern men of brains and capital should 
come there and settle. The difference in tha 
conversation and manners between the Demo- 
crats of South Carolina and those of the other 
States named was so marked as to form the 
subject of much comment, both before and 
since the Connecticut visitors arrived home. 
While these reports of what was seen and 
learned during the trip are made, none of the 
Connecticut gentlemen hesitate to speak in the 
highest terms of praise of the warm and ex- 
ceedingly generous treatment they received at 
the hands of the Charleston people, and they 
will only be too glad to reciprocate in kind 
whenever an opportunity offers. They cannot 


-be unmindful, however, of the fact that the 


state of seciety in Charleston is of a peculiar 
and dangerous political type. The Bourbons 
there are for ‘tthe Union and the oid flag,” 
but they are not yet for those things which 
must make the Union what it should be and 
give to the flag the measureless value of a flag 
of one people,

YOUNG DEMOCRATS IN NORTH CAROLINA BE- 
COMING RESTIVE UNDER BOURBON RULE. 

Ricumonp, Va., Nov. 21.—It is stated 
that certain restive Democratic politicians of 
North Carolina have manifested a disposition 
to emulate Mabone’s example and get up a re- 
volt in the Democratic Party of that State. No 
well-defined steps looking to this course have 
yet been taken, but it is stated that during the 
long nights of the approaching Winter a well-di- 
gested programme for rupturing the solidity of 
the old North State will be formulated and, when 
the Spring opens, set in motion and vigorously 
pushed forward. There are many young men 
in North Carolina wko are said to bave grown 
weary of well-doing- in the ranks of 


the Democratic Party. These, like others 
of this class in other Southern States, 
have voted year after year’ with 
unvaried regularity without, it is thought, 
seeing any practical good resulting from their 
adherence to old party lines. Who is to be the 
leader in this supposed political revolutionary 
movement is not mentioned, if known. It is 
believed that Gen. Mahone is manifesting a 
great deal of interest in the outcroppings of 
independent movements in the States south of 
Virginia.

done to encourage other young Southern poli- 
ticians to follow the example in cutting loose 
from the Democratic Party.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO REPORT, 


Ri ale See 
DIRECTORS ELECTED AT THE ANNUAL MEET- 
ING—FEATURES OF THE ANNUAL REPORT, 

BALTIMORE, Noy. 21.—The regular annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company was held to-day. William 
F. Burns, Robert Garrett, John Spear Nicholas, 
John Gregg, William W. Taylor, Samuel Kirby, 
James Carey Coale, G. A. Von Lengen, Decatur H. 
Miller, Joshua G. Harvey, George W. Dobbin, 
and Henry C. Smith were elected Dirac- 
tors. The report for the fiscal year 
ended Sept. 30 was submitted by President 
Garrett and unanimously approved. It states that 
the revenues of all its lines were $18,463,877. The 
net earnings were $7,073,398. The passenger earn- 
ings show again of $334,932 over 1880. The gross 
earnings exceed those of last year $146,127. The 
profit and loss aceount shows an increase for the 
past year of $1,697,038 24. The surplus fund, 
which represents invested capital derived from net 
earnings, and which is not represented by either 
stock or bonds, now amounts to $42,258,680 61. 

“The needlessly low and unremunerative rates,” 
continues the report, ‘‘ under which a large amount 
of traffic has been transported by the trunk lines 
has materially reduced the net results of the past, 
as compared with those of the preceding years. 
The increase in the surplus fund for the year 
ended Sept. 380, 1880, was $2,356,984 44, while 
for 1881 it has been $1,697,038 24, thus show- 
ing a comparative decrease of net re- 
sults, with a largely increased business, of 
$659,946 20. The exceptional and highly conserva- 
tive system of the Baltimore and Ohio Company, 
without precedent in America or Europe, by which 
more than $42,000,000 of net earnings, unrepresent- 
ed by stock or bonds, have been invested during a 
long series of years in great and vaiuable improve- 
meats and extensions, in connecting lines, in 
the great iron bridges over the Ohio River, in 
elevators, wharves, piers, docks, terminal facili- 
ties, &c., has enabled the company to continue 
the payment of semi-annual dividends of 5 per 
cent. each on its capital stock, which amounts to 
only $14,783,200, a sum so limited as to present 
a marked contrast to that of all com- 
peting trunk lines, the capital stock of the 
New-York, Lake Erie and Western’ Rail- 
road being $75,879,300, that of the New-York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad $89,428,300, and 
that of the Pennsylvania Railroad $68,870,200. The 
only effect, therefore, of the extremely low rates 
injudiciously forced upon it has been, in conse- 
quence of this very small amount of stock, 
to reduce its net earnings from upward 
of 6 per cent in 1880 on its surplus fund 
of Sept. 30, 1879, $38,204,657 93, after the 
payment of cash dividends to its shareholders, to 4 
per cent. in 1881 on its surplus fund of Sept. 30, 
1880, $40,561,642 87. The result for the fiscal year 
under these adverse circumstances shows, in excess 
of the,cash dividends, a net gain and consequent 
increase of $1,697.038 24 of that fund. The inere- 
ments of the sinking funds during the year were 
$709,224, making the aggregate reduction of bended 
indebtedness to Sept. 20, through payments and 
its sinking funds, $7,873,251. Much greater 
quantities of steel rails and stone ballast have 
been used this year than previously. The com- 
pany has built at its works 35 engines of the largest 
class, besides constructing 1,308 cars and purchas- 
ing 40 sleeper and parlor cars for its own lines,” 
The report was regarded as most satisfactory. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—It was announced 
this morning from an authoritative source that 
President Garrett, of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company, had abandoned the purchase of the 
Spruce and Pine Streets Railway charter.

PHILADELPHIA AND READING EARNINGS— 
CINCINNATI AND EASTERN PLANS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21.—The October re- 
port of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
makes the following showing: Total gross receipts 
by the railroad company, $1,989,947 97; expenses, 
excluding rentals and interest, $1,104,116 19; profit, 
$885,881 78; gross receipts of coal and iron com- 
pany, $1,441,673 57; expenses, excluding interest. 
$1,295,289 57; profit, $146,434; profit of both com- 
panies for the year to Oct. 31, $9,095,942 94, being 
au increase of $1,059,382 12 as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. The profit of 
the goal and iron company for the year to Oct. 31 
was $971,262 74, an increase of $591,307 10 as com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last year. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 21.—The stockholders of 
the Cincinnati and Eastern Railroad have decided, 
by a unanimous vote, to increase their capital 
stock from $500,000 to $2,000,000. It was also 
agreed that the bonded indebtedness of the road 
should be increased, the amount of the increase to 
be decided by the Board of Directors. The road 
runs parallel to the Ohio River over the flat coun- 
try, a few miles back. It is a narrow gauge, and 
one of the purposes in increasing the amount 
of the capital stock is to change the 
gauge to standard. ‘The main line will be 
extended to Portsmouth and a branch built from 
Brush Creek, in Scioto County, to Gallipolis. where 
a conneetion will be formed with the Ohio ana 
West Virginia Road. The new stock is being rap- 
idly taken. The road is insured a good business 
from the fact that the Ohio River is most of the 
time unnavigable from drought or ice, and the pop- 
ulous towns and rich farming country tributary to 
it are left alarge part of the year without any means 
of communication with the outside world. It was 
at first thought that the business could be done by 
a narrow gauge, but it has increased so rapidly that 
the road-bed will be changed to standard gauge at 
once. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—It is stated at the 
Interior Department to-day that President Arthur's 
approval, on Saturday, of the report of the Goy- 
ernment Commissioners on the recently completed 
100 miles of the Northern Pasifie Railroad, running 
from Dakota into Montana, carries with it also an 
acceptance of the preceding section of 50 miles, 
which was examined during President Hayes's ad- 
ministration, but not then formally accepted, 
owing to a controversy concerning the right of the 
company to patents for eertain lands already 
claimed by settlers along that portion 07 the line. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 21.—The Cannelton 
Valley Narrow-gauge Road has brought its first 
load of coal to Cleveland, and is now open for 
business. The main line now lacks only a few 
miles of completion, and when it is done it will be 
one of the largest coal feeders that Cleveland

LAND COURT DECISIONS AND AGRA-

REDUCING RENTS BELOW THE POOR LAW

Lonpon, Nov. 21.—Miss Gafford, holder 
of two small farms, was found dead in bed at 
Wexford yesterday. Marks on her neck indi- 
cate that she was murdered.

The Secretary of the Carrick-on-Suir 
(County Tipperary) branch of the Land 
League has been arrested under the Coercion 
act. 


The Ballina (County Mayo) Sub-Commission 
of the Land Court pronounced several deci- 
sions to-day reducing rent, in a majority of 
cases below the Poor law valuation. 

Several arrests have been made under the 
Coercion act near Limerick City, including 
that of a solicitor, charged with intimidating 
rent-payers. 

A Dublin correspondent says: ‘‘ The most 
sanguine prophets of peace and order must be 
sadly disappointed at the present state of 
things and the prospects for the Winter. Out- 
rages are breaking out again, which, it is 
feared, are only the beginning of a series of 
crimes.”’

REPORTS OF FIGHTING—THE KHEDIVE’S 

MISSION TO THE PORTE 

Tunis, Nov. 21.—Continued fighting is 
reported between the Arabs and the French 
column advancing southward. 

The Tunisian Army, of which Gen. Lambert 
is to be commander, will be entirely paid by 
the French Government. 

Col. Allegro, whem the Bey of Tunis has ap- 
pointed Governor of Gabes and the district 
bordering on Tripoli, took an active part in 
the events preceding the Kroumir expedition, 
and was subsequently named as Governor of 
the Kroumir country. He isa personal friend 
and supporter of M. Roustan, the Freneh Min- 
ister. 

The French, in inviting tenders for a supply 
of provisions for the army of occupation until 
April next, only specify 4 stations in the 
south of the Regency, namely, Susa, Sfax, 
Gabes, and Djerba, as compared with 11 sta- 
tions in the north. 

Lonpon, Nov. 21.—A Constantinople corre- 
spondent says he has reason to believe that the 
real object of the mission which the Khédive 
of Egypt dispatched here is to eoncert meas- 
ures for the overthrow of Cherif Pasha’s Min- 
istry and to prevent Raghib Pasha from be- 
coming Presidentof the Chamber of Notables. 
Cherif and Raghib Pashas are hostile to any 
extension of ‘Turkish influence in Egypt, and 
the Sultan and Khédive are agreed in hostility 
toward them. 

Carro, Nov. 21.—The report that the Opera- 
house here has been ordered to be closed by 
the Military Committee, on account of the 
large expenditure it entailed on the Govern- 
ment, is without foundation. 

ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 21.—A decree is gazetted 
establishing a new system of native tribunals. 

Lonvon, Nov. 22.—A dispatch from Vienna 
says: ‘‘Tke want of discipline in the Egyp- 
tian Army is_ increasing. lf energetic 
measures are not taken soon the 
authority of the Khédive will fall 
to pieces. It is alleged that the Hedjaz 
have addressed the high Sherif of Mecca, say- 
ing that if the inhabitants of Mecca and Me- 
dina pledge themselves to submission they will 
not be melested, but that if they take part 
with the Sultan both towns will be sacked and

A WRECKED CREW’S SUFFERING. 
Sa Se Sie 
THE STORY TOLD BY THE FIVE SURVIVORS 
OF THE LOST SHIP FRANCE. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 21.—The steamer 
Pilot Boy arrived from Beaufort to-day bringing 
the five survivors of the ship France, who were 
picked up by the British brig Lizzie on Nov. 2, 
and were landed at Bull River on Nov. 18. 
The survivors are the mate, F. Certin, and four 
seamen, named Rose, Quezon, Horellon, and 
Laout. The mate went up immediately to 
the French Consul and handed him a 
very fuil report of the trials eneountered 
by the crew, from the time the ship was struck by 
the hurricane, on Oct. 21, up to the time of 
their rescue. As to the fate of the other 
two boats, containing the Captain and the 


remainder of the crew, the mate is entirely 
ignorant, but seems to have little hope that they 
have been saved, as they had provisions and water 
to last them only a day or two. From an in- 
terview with the mate, who cannot speak 
English, and from his report to the Consul, 
which is written in French, thé News and 

Courier obtained a full narrative of the wreek. 

The France left the St. Lawrence, off the Isle 
Verte, on Oct. 6. On the 8th a blow came on which 
lasted 24 hours. The vessel labored heavily, 
and, the sea being very high, began to 
take in water. The crew were kept 
steadily at tke pumps from this time. On the 9th, 
the water not having diminished in the hold; 
Capt. Bourge decided to throw the cargo 
overboard, and by night 1,800 of the cross- 
ties on the deck had been thrown overboard. 
After this had been accomplished the vessel took 
in rather less water. On the 2ist the wind blew 
furiously. The foresail and topsail and fore- 
topsail were blown away in tatters. Almost 
immediately afterward the forestaysail and mizzen 
stuysail blew away also. A haif hour later the main- 
topsail, although entirely new, was torn to shreds. 
At 8 o’clock on the morning of the 22d the pumps 
were sounded, and three métres of water were 
found in the hold. The crew continued at the 
pumps. At 6 o’clock in the evening it was decided 
to throw all the cargo overboard. This work was 
immediately begun, but at 10 o’clock it was 
found impossible to keep the hatch open, 
as the sea was washing into the hold 
despite all precautions. All this time the 
crew had kept steadily at the pumps. On 
the 23d, at 9 A. M., it was discovered that 
one of the dead-lights in the stern had been 
broken and that the sea was pouring 
in through the opening. One of the crew 
succeeded in closing the hole with a plug, 
after passing one hour suspended by a rope 
from the vessel, being half the time submerged 
inthe sea. The name ofsthis man is Querzon, and 
he is one of the saved. The work of throwing 
over the cargo through a hole made in 
the deck was continued until 8 o’clock 
in the evening, and although the pumps 
were energetically plied without cessation, 
the water continued to increase in the hold 

The water was then washing over the vessel, and 
the Captain and crew, finding it impossible to 
stay aboard any longer, took to the boats. 
At 4:20 o’clock on the morning of the 24th 
the big boat was lowered. ‘The Captain was 
the last man to leave the ship, and _ fell 
into the sea in endeavoring to jump Into one of the 
boats. The sailors sueceeded, however, in rescu- 
ing him and placing him ia the big boat. The 
boats were attached to the ship. The next morn- 
ing, the 25th, it was decided to return to the vessel. 
Ati o'clock the wind began to blow a gale, and it 
was found impossible to remain on the ship 
any longer. The mainmast was rocking from 
side to side, and the mizzenmast§ and 
foremast were carried away. The boats were 
called up one by one to take their crews 
aboard. In the first boat were placed Capt. Bourge, 
Carpenter Vincent, the cook—a Portuguese, 
whose name is not known—the cabin boy, 
a Belgian, named Standaert, and four seamen, 
named Quehe, Paupon, Harrion, and Cleach. 
In the second boat were the  boatswain 
and four seamen, named Narsin, Renand, 
Morvan, and Kermadie. In the _ third 
boat, which is the one pickea up by the brig Lizzie, 
were the second mate, F. Certin, and four seamen, 
named Rose, Querzon, Horellon, and Laout. The 
boats were first fastened to the suip as they had 
been before, but about 10 0’clock that night the 
lines were cast off. The provisions had previously 
been distributed among the boats, and consisted of 
11 boxes of peas and boiled beef, 40 gallons of water, 
and two bags of biscuits. which were wet with 
salt water. On the 28th the boats sep- 
arated. On the 380th a fine breeze was 
blowing. About 1 o'clock the mate discov- 
ered a small felucca coming toward them, 
but its Captain, seeing five men in the boat, hauled 
up his sails and ureperes to avoid them. They 
then set their sails and tried to overtake the 
felucca, but the men on board her put out sweeps 
to increase her speed. 

The next day, when the wind freshened, the sea 
was 60 high that the boat was nearly two-thirds 
full of water. On the night of the 3'st the 
wind subsided, but the sea was choppy. 
On Nov. 1 there was fine weather all day, although 
it was somewhat cloudy. The men had 
nothing to eat except the wet biscuits. At 
daybreak on the 2d they perceived on 
the horizon the masts of a vessel. They took 
down sail and eommenced to row toward 
her. At 10 o’clock they were within two boat 
lenghts of the vessel, which was the British 
brig Lizzie, Capt. James Kirby, bound for Bull 
River. They shouted, and very soen a ladder 
was put down from deck of the Liz- 
zie and the men ~went on board 
after passing 11 days at sea, with nothing but wet 
biscuits to eat and a cup of watera day, amd being 
constanatly wet and unabie to sleep.

CUITEAU’S DEFENSE BEGUN 


ONE OF HIS COUNSEL RETIRES 
FROM THE CASE. 

MR. ROBINSON AfKS TO BE RELIEVED FROM 
FURTHER SERVICE—THE LAST WIT- 
NESSES FOR THE GOVERNMENT—GUI- 
TEAU AND MR. SCOVILLE BOTH D&E: 
LIVER OPENING ADDRESSES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The attempt madg@ 
on Saterday onthe life of Guiteau had the effect 
to swell the crowd in attendance at the trigl to- 
day. One hour before the court convened, the 
crowd was so great about the court-house that the 
services of a squad of policemen were required to 
force a passage for the a¢lmission of the jury. The 
attempted shooting of the prisoner was the subject 
of general discussion by the crowd, and, while the 
lawless act of Jones was generally deprecated, 
there was no expression of sympathy for tha 
wretch who was assaulted. Guiteau was taken 
from the jail at an early hour, the prison van being 
escorted by six mounted policemen, and after tha 
session of the court he was eseorted back to jail 
by the same force. As he passed from the court- 
room to the van the crowd jeered, but no at- 
tempt at violence was offered. The prisoner 
exhibited great fearashe was escorted through 
the crowd and clung to the officers who led him, 
who were surrounded by alarge corps of extra 
policemen as an additional protection. The prose. 
cution closed its case to-day, and Mr. Scoville 
made a brief opening address to the jury, in whick 
he outlined the defense that will be presented. 
Previous to resumption of the trial Mr. Robinson, 
in consequence of his disagreement with Mr. Seo 
ville, retired from the case as assistant counsel fon 
the prisoner. Mr. Scovilie w%l be assisted by coun: 
sel whom he willintroduce in aday or two. To- 
morrow the defense will place experts on thé 
stand who will testify as tothe condition of the 
prisoner’s mind. Itis probable the trial will con: 
tinue until after Dec. 1. 

As soon as the court was formally opened Mr 
Robinson, associate counsel for the defense, said 
his own self-respect required him to notice a state- 
ment in yesterday morning’s Washington Post, in 
which Mr. Scoville is represented as finding faulf 
with his line of cross-examination of Dr. Bliss on 
Saturday, looking to the plea of malpractice, and 
as saying that he would ask the court to-day to re- 
lieve him of Mr. Robinson’sservices. Mr, Robinson 
reviewed his early connection with the case, inti- 
mating that only a high sense of duty prevented 
him long ago from asking the court to relieve him. 
If he had acted upon impulse he would have asked. 


the court some time ago to relieve him, but he did 
not feel at liberty to follow his inclinations, farless 
his impulses. Reflection had satisfied him that it 
woukd never do to desert, in the midst of his trial, 
a defendant under such a ban as man had never 
rested under upon this continent, except on the 
ground which ail men must say left him no other 
choice. In the Washington Fost of yesterday thera 
Was an interview with Mr. Seoville, in whick 
that gentleman had stated that be (Mr. Robinson) 
had gone into the question of malpractice with- 
out his knowledge or consent; that he (ir. Sco< 
ville) had called upon him to ask him to leave the 
case, and that not finding him he would ask the 
court to retire him (Mr. Robinson) on Monday 
morning. Mr. Scoville had also stated in that in- 
terview that he would retire from the case if Mr. 
Robinson did nét. Mr. Robinson then proceeded 
to state that Mr. Seoville had been present while 
he was cross-examining Dr. Bliss and had made na 
objection to his questions, and in conciusion said: 
*And now, please your Honor, I have te 
say that I am not aceustomed to _ learn 
ing from an_ associate counsel his objection¢ 
to my examination of a_ witness for the 
first: time from the paper of the following day. 
The same counsel who thinks it such a breach of 
etiquette for me to make, without consultation 
with bim, a motion which originally had his con: 
eurrence and approval, esteems it no breach of 
etiquette from concurring with me in the expex 
diency of my retiring from the case through tha 
columns of the press. Itis unnecessary té say that 
I can have no further association of afy kind with 
such a counsel. It would be impossible for me t¢ 
remain in this ease unless he were to go out of it, 
and as I conceive that from his relations to the ac- 
cused and from his knowledge of the tacts of the 
defense he is indispensable to the defense, it only 
remains for me to ask that I be instantly relieved. 
1 will add that no odium attaching to this prisoner, 
no animadversions of the pubiic. no difficulty of 
the case, no sacrifice required from it, would ever 
have induced me to abandon this defense.” 

The Prisoner (interrupting impetuously)—1 want 
Mr. Robinson to stay now. i 

Mr. Robinson—I enly ask to be relieved because} 
there is no other alternative, and insomuch as [' 
can no longer continue in the honorable discharge} 
of the trust committed to me, I must ask your! 
Honor to give me an honorable discharge from ity 

The Prisoner—That is an able speech and I agrea 
with most of it. If it had been made last Monday 
there would have been no disturbance between us. 
I sympathize with Robinson, not with you (Seo< 
ville) in the matter of malpractice. He has got tha 
true idea of it. 

Mr. Scoville replied to Mr. Robinson’s speech, re- 
gretting that any difficulty had arisen between 
them, and attributing it to their different disposi- 
tions. He complimented Mr. Robinson on the abil- 
ity which he had shown in arranging the detense, 
but made no opposition to his retiring. 

The Court—The thanks of the court are due te 
Mr. Robinson for the promptness with whieh he re« 
sponded to the request of the court and participat- 
ed in this defense, at a great professional sacrifice, 
as L[ know, and nobody questions his professional 
ability and the sentiments which govern him 
throughout. I perceived fromthe start that he 
was placed in a position of unpleasantness, and £ 
have felt recently that I ought, if he desired it, tol 
relieve him from connection with the ease, espe-| 
cially as Ipereeived that Mr. Scoville was thor-; 
oughly master of the case. I feel constrained to 
grant Mr. Robinson’s application, and to grant him 
armost honorable discharge. 

Mr. Scoville—I do not anticipate being entirely 
without assistance, because I am still negotiating 
with a gentleman from Chicago. 

The Prisoner—I understand that Judge Magrudet 
is anxious to assist in this defense. I have sent him 
public notice that I want him; also, John D. Town- 
send, of New-York, not John B. And again, Il desire 
to hear from those gentlemen, either publicly on 
privately. linvite them publiciy to meet me here; 
also, Mr. Trude and Mr. Swett, of Chicago. _ 

*Onithe question of malpractice,” broke in the 
prisoner after a pause, * we do not propose to insist 
on that here, but I desire the record to show that I 
appear here in my own capacity as counsel. The 
idea of malpractice is this: that aceording to the, 
physicians’ statements the President was not fa- 
tally shet on the 25th of July, at the time they 
made the official examination, and said he would 
recover. If he was not fatally shot on the 25th of 
July, we say that his death was caused by maiprac- 
tice. We do not desire to press that, but I desire it 
to go on the record tor the court in banc if neces. 
sury. [After a pause|—My defense here is that if 
is the Deity’s act and not mine, and I expect thaf 
He can take care of it. He has taken care of if 
very well so far.”” |Laughter.]} 

Mr. Robinson then left the court-room. As h¢ 
was walking toward the door Mr. J. W. Guiteau 
stepped up to him and shook him warmly by the 
hand. 

The first witness examined was Joseph K. Barnes, 
Surgeon-General of the Army, who testified that he 
had assisted in dressing President Gartield’s 
wound from the 3d of July to the Ist of September/ 
that he was present at the autopsy, and that the 
wound was mortal and was the cause of Mr. Gar 
field’s death. 

Substantially the same testimony was given by Dr. 
J. J. Woodward, Surgeon in the Army. 

Dr. D. 8. Lamb, acting Surgeon in the Army, tes- 
tified that he had made the autopsy; that the guny 
shot wound was the cause of death; that he had ex 
amined the records and had found no case of anim 
jury to the same extent in which the man had re- 
covered; it was a mortal wound. Witness pre 
sented the flattened bullet taken from the body; 
and it was exhibited to the courtand jury. Neithet 
of these witnesses was cross-examined. 

The District Attorney announced that the prose 
cution here closed its case, except that he wished 
it to go on the record that Elberon was in Mon. 
mouth County, in the State otf New-Jersey; ane 
that the railroad depot where -President Garfie!d 
was shot was on apublic reservation belonging ta 
the United States. These facts were admitted by 
Mr. Scoville. 

GUITEAU AND SCOVILLE OPEN THE DEFENSE, 

Mr. Seoville then suggested that the prisoner 
should be heard in his own behalf at this stage of 
the proceedings. 

The court assented, 

The Prisoner, (without leaving his seat)—I wat 
not aware that I was expected to speak this morn 
ing. [To Mr. Scoville, who whispered to him ta 
stand up.] Iwill not stand up. Iam not afraid 
to, however, but. have only got a moment t¢ 
speak. Ido not oareto say anything more thag 
was published in miy address last Monday aftpr 
noonin the Xvening Siar, That paper was adi 
dressed to your Henorand the public, and | p 
sume that most of the jurymen have heard ie 4 
have no set speech to make. So long as | appear, 
in part, as my own counsel, the best way is fot 
me to make corrections as the case proceeds 
just as I have done during the last three or fouy 
days. I meant no discourtesy to anybody in th¢ 
case. I only want to get at the facts. If som 
body says that I owe him $20, and tis not trne, 
will deny it on the spot—simnitaneously with the 
false charge—and that, as the case proceeds, of 
course, I will go on the stand ut the proper tite 
and be examined and cross-examined. Mvidea 





however, to correct a misstatement while it is hot, 
= at the moment the statement is made, and that 
poses of it, instead of waiting a number of 
weeks till the matter is digested and misunder- 
stood. A great deal of the bad feeling in this mat- 
ter has come from enforced silence, or from the 
Suppression of my papers. I think that the true 
way is to interject statements as the case proceeds. 
have no set speech to make. I am much obliged 
fo your Honor and my counsel for the courtesy of 
the invitation. 
‘ Mr. Scoville then proceeded wtih his address to 
the jury in a plain, easy, matter-of-fact style, and 
without the slightest effort at oratorica! effect. He 
criticised the course of the District Attorney in 
presenting the testimony so much in detail. The 
simple questions in the case were, whether the 
penene: had committed the act (which was not 

enied) and whetber he was, at the time, in such a 
bondition of mind as that he should be held re- 
sponsible for the act. On this point there would be 
& great deal of expert, and therefore con- 
tradictory, testimony. The jury’ should 
Rote carefully the expert witnesses, hear their 
testimony, see how they stand examination and 
tross-examination, and then came to the best eon- 
tlusions they could arrive at. The difficulty would 
tome when the jury came to weigh the evidenee on 
bothsides. The jury should then consider that the 
experts on the part of the Govemment are being 
paid $100 or $200 a day, and that even these scientific 
men have not reached that height beyond passion 
and feeling and Jove of money that those things 
could haye no influence whatever on their feelings 
ortheir judgments. On the other hand, nota sin- 
gle expert witness forthe defense would be paid, 
and their testimony, if in favor of the prisoner, 
would expose them to condemnation and ostracism 
iu the community where they lived. These were 
things to be taken into consideration in weigh- 
Ing the expert testimony. The popular feeling 
igainst the prisoner had been manifested inthree 
separate attacks upon his life—the last of them 
was being commended by the newspapers all over 
the country. ‘That popular feeling would also 
thow itself in the testimony of the expert. wit- 
nesses. He contrasted his own inexperience in 
criminal cases with the experience and ability of the 
Sounsel for the prosecution, and in view of this dis- 
parity he asked the jury to be considerate and can- 
vid toward the defense. Still, he did not ask for 
auy odds when it came to questions of fact. He 
expected that the defense would erect an im- 
oreznable wall and fortress which all the power of 
ae other side could not overthrow. If he came 
thort in his law, he knew that he eould rely confi- 
lently on the court’s learning, integrity, and sense 
of justice. With the array of facts which he would 
present, an honest jury, and an upright Judge, he 
felt that he was not entirely at a disadvantage. 

At this point in his address Mr. Scoville asked 
that the case should go over till to-morrow, and it 
‘vas so ordered. 

AFTER THE ADJOURNMENT. 

When the court had adjourned, Guiteau was 
taken to his reom, and waited there until 1 o'clock, 
when the van arrived and took him back to jail. 
A large crowd collected around the Court-house to 
see the prisoner removed. While waiting for the 
van a hot lunch was served to the prisener. He 
was also provided with pen and ink, and wrote his | 
autograph for several persons who applied for it, 
Neither his appetite nor his vanity seem to be 
diminished by his varied experienees, He ato 
very heartily, and wrote his autograph with a 
bold fiourish, as though he was proud of 
the name he bears. The erowd about the east 
wing kept augmenting, and when the van arrived 
extended to the middle of the roadway. There 
was also a line of spectators on the opposite side 
of the street. This crowd included many ladies, 
who watehed the proceedings with opera-glasses. 
Phe prisoner was brought out through the basement, 
and was almost completely hidden from the crowd 
by his guards. Assoon as the door closed upon 
him the crowd hooted and yelled. The van was 
friven rapidly away under guard of a troop of 
mounted Police. The journey tothe jail was ac- 
somplished without incident. 


JONES, THE WOULD-BE AVENGER, 

William Jones was arraignea before Judge Snell, 
at the Police Court, about 7 o’cleck this morning, 
for assault with intent to kill Charles J. Guiteau. 
He was detained only a few moments in court, and 
in defauit of $5,000 bail was committed to jail and 
his case indefinitely postponed. Owing to the 
early and unexpected hour at which his arraign- 
meut occurred there was no crowd in thecourt- 


room.

THE EMBARRASSED BOSTON BANKS 


IHE WORST NOW OVER—NO STATEMERT YET 
FROM THE PACIFIC BANK. 

Boston, Nov. 21.—Business started up as 
asual at the Central Bank this morning, and, owing 
partly no doubt to the favorable report in the 
morning papers of the arrangements made to re- 
yover its stability, and also to the strengthened 
sontidence in the community, the regular business 
leposits were largely in excess of the payments. 
{t is understood that the payments made over its 
zounter were about $90,000, mainly on certificates 
of deposit held by Town Treasurers and other 
officers of that class. Cashier Young promptly 
— in his resignation and was suceeeded by 
oseph W. Derby, the Assistant Bank Examiner. At 
the Pacific, the investigation is still going on, and 
nothing further of its affairs will be given to 
the public until the report is made. Distant 
banks which have kept their deposits with it 
have established new Boston correspondents and 
anumber of the principal depositors of the bank 
have posted rotices in the banking rooms that their 
checks will be paid at their place of business or at 
other banks. Some of the depositors, where 
deposits are lecked up in the Pacific, are a 
great deal pressed, butitis thought that no further 
failure will result. There were rumors of failure 
this morning, but investigation showed that they 
were unfounded. The general sentiment is that 
the worst is now over.

A BIG RAILROAD BLOCK. 


» PLAN TO BRING THE COMPANIES INTO ONE 
BUILDING IN CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, Noy. 21.—There is serious talk 
among railroad men of either purchasing or putting 
up alarge building in the business part of the city 
for office uses. Should this be done, the leading 
roads would move all their Cincinnati offices into 
this block, and all branches of the railroad inter- 
ests would be gathered into one building. Better 
quarters could thus be secured than someof the 
companies now occupy, and the convenience of 
the railroad officers and of the public would be pro- 
moted. Itis said thatif this is done the Louisville 
and Nashville will move its principal offices 
from Louisville to this city. It would dreadfully 
hurt the pride of Louisville, but since the comple- 
tion of the Cincinnati Southern the Louisville and 
NashvilleCompany has been compelled to work hard 
forthe Cincinnati business and, having got control 
of the Louisville and Cincinnati Short Line, has in- 
timated that henceforth Cincinnati would be prac- 
tically its northern head-quarters. Several build- 
ings have been already iaspected by representa- 
tives of the roads centring in Cincinnati for the 
proposed general head-quarters, but none has been 
yet found that was large enough and at the same 
time centraliy situated. It is mot unlikely thata 
roomy and well arranged block will be constructed 
for that purpose.

AN ESTIMATED DEFICIENCY FOR THE NEXT 
FISCAL YEAR OF LESS THAN A MILLION— 
NEEDS OF THE MONEY ORDER SERVICE— 
EXTRAVAGANCE AND FRAUD IN THE 
STAR SERVICE—THE INCREASING COST 


OF RAILWAY TRANSPORTATION. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 21,—The report of Post- 
master-General James of the operations of tho 
Post Office Department for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, was made public to-day. The total ex- 
penditures for the year were $39,251,736 46, and the 
revenues $36,785,397 97, making the excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts $2,466,338 49. To this 
must be added the net amount charged on the 
Auditor’s books as ‘bad debts” and ‘* compromise 
accounts”—$14,790 86, making a total excess of 
$2,481,129 35. The expenditures were $3,149,916 08 
more than those of the preceding year. The ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1883, 
Mr. James estimates at $43,661,800, ond the reve- 
nues at $42,741,722 05, making the estimated excess 
of expenditures to be appropriated out of 
the Treasury $920,077 95. The revenue is esti- 
mated on the basis of an annual increase 
of 8 per cent. During the year postage stamps, 
stamped envelopes, and postal cards valued at 
$34,625,435 91 were issued, being an increase over 
the preeeding year of $2,538,093 45, or 7.9 per 
cent. On newspapers and periodicals the postage 
collected amounted to $1,399,048 64, an increase of 
$172,596 06, or alittle more than 14 percent. The 
whole number of letters mailed in this country 
during the last fiscal year was 1,046,107,348, and the 
number reaching the Dead Letter Office was 3,323,- 
621, or lin every 315. Of ihose opened 18,617 were 
found to contain money amounting to $40,587 80, 
and 22,012 contained drafts, checks, money or- 
ders, &c., of the aggregate face value of $1,899,- 
062 51. The amount of money in dead let- 
ters for which no claimant could be found 
was $6,584 40, which was deposited in the Treas- 
ury. The total number of letters and pareels regis- 
tered during the fiscal year was 8,338,919, consisting 
of 6,159,297 domestic letters, 645,218 domestic par- 


cels, $12,558 letters and 11,759-parcels to foreign 
countries, and 1,210,096 letters and parcels of official 
matter for the Government, by law exempt from 
the payment of registry fees. The amount of regis- 
try fees collected was $712,882 20, an increase over 
the previous year of $117,107 90, or 19.19 per cent. 
The increase in the total number of ietters and 
parceis registerea was 1,842,405, or 19.66 per cent. 


THE MONEY ORDER SYSTEM. 

At the commencement of the last fiscal year, the 
total number of Post Offices authorized to issue 
and to pay domestic money orders was 4,829. Dur- 
ing the year, 341 additional money order offices 
were established and 7 wero discontinued, leaving 
5,163 in operation om the 80th davof June, 1881. 


Since then, 388 new offices have been established, 
making the whole number of money order offices 
in operation at date of this report 5,499. The value 
of domestic money orders issued during the year 
was $105,075,769 35, and the amount of fees paid 
for their issue was $966,732 75. These figures show 
an increase of $4,722,950 52 ia the amount of orders 
issued, and of $50,279 95 in the amount of fees 
received over the previous year. Duplicates 
of money orders to the number of 18,391 
were issued by the department during the 
Jast fiscal year. The number issued dur- 
ing the previous year was 20,647. Such orders 
are Pho without additional charge. They are 
given in cases where the origina!s have been de- 
stroyed before payment, or lost in transmission, or 
from some unknown cause have failed to reach the 
payee, or when, through the operation of law, the 
originals have become invalid because not present- 
ed for payment until more than a year from date, 
or are invalidated by a second indorsement. Dur- 
ing the past year the sum of $95,826,072 31 surplus 
money order funds—i. e., funds which had accumu- 
lated from the excess of issues over the paymenis 
at the remitting offices-was transmitted for de- 
posit by Postmasters to certain of the larger money 
order offices designated as depositories. The re- 
ceipts of the domestic money order system for the 
year in fees and premjums xzmounted to $987,772 93, 
and the expenditures to $715;458 29, showing an 
excess of receipts amounting to $252,314 64. The 
revenue for the year from the Swiss international 
money order business was $2,200 82; from the Brit- 
ish, $22,987 10; from the German, $8,250 13; from 
the Canadian, $7,271 40; from the Italian, $2,- 
656 88. In the transaction of French international 
money order business during the three months 
ended June 30, 1880,a net loss of $99 58 was sus- 
tained consequent upon the outlay incident to the 
establishment of the system. The gross number of 
domestic and international money orders issued in 
the United States during the Jast fiscal year was 
7,954,330, of the aggregate value of $109,759.695 73. 
The fees thereon amounted to $1.073,859 20. The 
whole number of domestic and international 
money orders paid in the United States during the 
same period was 7,721,095, amounting to $106,178,- 
092 80, to which should be added the amount of 
domestic and international orders repaid to 
the remitters, $722,156 91, these two amounts of 
orders, paid and repaid, yielding a total of 
$106.900,249 71. The aggregate gross revenue for 
the year, from the transaction of domestic money 
order business, together with that of the previous 
year from the transaction of international money 
order business, was $295,581 39, as reported by the 
Auditor, without taking into account certain ex- 
penses whiclt during the past year were paid out 
ef general appropriations, amounting to $176,- 
027 11, Deducting this amount, there remains the 
sum of $119,544 28 in excess of all determinable le- 
gitimate expenses. Mr. James recommends that a 
law be passed covering unclaimed amounis of 
money due on orders into the Treasury after a cer- 
tain number of years, reducing the fee forsums 
not exceeding $5 from 10 to 5 cents, and fixing the 
compensation of Postmasters for issuing the orders 
at 3 cents for each order, instead of, as at present, 
one-third of the fee and one-fourth of 1 
od cent.on the gross amount of orders paid. 

e also reeommends the establishment of a system 
of *‘postal orders’’ for sums of less than $5, to be 
issued forafee of 3 cents. For making small re- 
mittances by mail the postal order would answer 
the purpose tor which fractional currency wes 
formerly largely used, and for which coin is not 
suitable, while at the same time this order could 
not be conveniently employed as a circulating 
medium, because it would be issued, not like 
fractional curreney, for round sums, but for all 
possible amounts under $5, and would be invalid if 
not presented for payment within three months 
from the month of issue. The report also suggests 
that some law should be passed providing for the 
disposition of unclaimed moneys in the money 
order fuad, of which there is now about $1,250,000, 
as estimated by the Auditor. 

POSTAL SAVINGS DEPOSITORIES. 

The report strongly urges the establishment of 
postal savings depositories, It says: ‘‘A system 
of Post Office savings banks went into operation in 
Great Britain in Sept. 16, 1861. The institution has 
grown rapidly in popular favor, and on the 31st of 
December, 1879, the number of outstanding ac- 
counts had risen to 1,988,477, and the amount of the 
credit of depositors to £32,012,134, an average of 
£16 1s. 1134d. to each. The interest paid to deposit- 
ors is only 24% per cent., a rate so low as practically 
to exclude the Post Office savings banks from com- 
petition with other banking institutions, as the his- 
tory of the rise and progress of savings institutions 
in Great Britain has demonstrated, the object of 
the Government being to offer to the depositor 
security rather than profitable investment for his 
earnings, and to promote frugality, steady habits, 
and consequent thrift among the !aboring classes, 
My predecessor, ia his last annual report, said that 
in the larger portion of the United States there are 
no savings depositories, and are not likely to 
be: and he expressed the opiping that, to the peo- 
ple of these parts, the use of the Post Office for this 
purpose would be a real boon; that it would be 
an advantage to the patrons of the institution; that 
deposits would be available at any depository Post 
Office in the country, ‘‘an important consideration 
with people so migratory as ours."’ In these views 
ITeoncur. Itismy earnest conviction that a sys- 
tem of this description, if adopted, would inure 
more than almost any other measure of public im- 
portance to the benefit of the working people of 
the United States, and I commend it to the favora- 
ble consideration of Congress. 


STATISTICS OF INLAND TRANSPORTATION, 

On the 30th day of June, 1881, there were 5,156 
contractors for transporiation gf mails on inland 
routes. There were 2,129 special offices, each with 
a mail carrier, whose pay must not exceed the net 
postal yield of the office. There were in opera- 


tion 11,592 routes (of which 1,194 were railroad 
routes, showing an increase of 76 routes of this 
class since the last annnal report,) aggregating in 
length 844,006 miles, and in annual cost $19,323,890; 
adding the compensation of railway Post Office 
clerks, route agents, mail route messengers, local 
agents, and mail messengers, amounting to $3,872,- 
142, the total annual cost was $23,196,032. The 
service was divided as _ follows: Railroad 
routes: Length, 91,569 miles; annual trans- 
portation, 103,521,229 miles; annual i cost, 
$11,613,368, (including $1,864,107 for railway 
Post Office car service,) about 11.22 cents per mile. 
Steamboat routes: Length, 21,188 miles; annual 
transportation, 5,046,507 miles; annual cost, $753,- 
167, about 14.92 cents per mile. ‘Star’? routes, on 
which the mails are required to be conveyed ‘with 
celerity, certainty, and security:” Length, 231,299 
miles; annual transportation, 79,557,296 miles; an- 
nual cost, $6,957.355, about 8.74 cents per mile. 
There were 5,014 offices supplied by mail messen- 
gers, at an annual cost of $763,341. The railroad 
routes were increased in length 6,249 miles, and in 
cost $1,114,882. The steam-voat routes were de- 
creased in length 2,182 miles, and in cost $134.054. 
The ‘star’ routes were decreased in length 3,949 
miles, and in cost $364,144. Since the last annual re- 
port, there was an increase in the total length of 
routes of 118 miles; in annual transporiation, 
9,888,036 miles; in annual cost, $616.184. Adding the 
inerease in cost of railway Post Office clerks, route 
agents, mail route messengers, local agents, and 
mail messengers, amounting to $323,864, the total 
increase in cost was $940,048. 


EXTRAVAGANCE IN THE SERVICE. 
The founders of our Government intendei the 
postal service to be self-supporting. From 1790— 
the onrliest date at which the eract financial status 
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of the Post Office Department is given—down to 
1888, the excess of expenditures over receipts 


occurred rarely, and the deficiency was always 
trifling. In 1838 railway mail service began; and 
the department from that time to this has been 
engaged in an unsuccessful struggle to adjust the 
pay for this class of service upon just and equita- 

le rules. There was also, asone of the ablest 
Postmaster-Generals has said, about this time, “A 
too rapid expansion of the service,’’ which was 
“the first manifested tendency to a permanent 
excess of expenditure.”’ This was, however, soon 
checked, and the department again brought upon 
a solid business basis. The reduction of the rates 
of letter postage, in 1845, caused some reduction of 
receipts; but with the exception of 1848, when the 
expenditures exceeded the receipts by $165,772, the 
balance at the close of each fiscal year, till 1852, 
was in favor of the department. But little by little 
the departure from the long-established principle 
of the department grew more and more radical, 
and the annual deficiency kept pace, till in the 
year 1860 the expenditures exceeded the receipts 

y more thad $10,500,000. The people gradually be- 
came, ina manner, accustomed to the enormous 
expenditures of the department. ‘The contractors, 
who grew rich at the expense of the Government, 
found it comparatively easy, and probably very 
profitable, to defy a Postmaster-General disposed 
to economize and by degrees bring back the de- 
partment to the honest business basis upon which 
our fathers had established it. The result was, of 
course, inevitable. The condition of the depart- 
ment in 1860 had become ularming. The deficit 
was $10,652,542 59, and this enormous deficienc 
was, in spite of a late but honest effort, whic 
was made toward the close of Buchanan’s 
Administration, to reform existing abuses 
and curb lavish expenditures. After the 
war tho time was auspicious and the op- 
portunity favorable for extravagant expendi- 
tures by the Post Office Department. The false 
and vicious theory that the postal fund could be 
properly charged with subsidies for the develop- 
ment of commerce on the high seas, or the encour- 
agement of privato enterprise on land, had zealous 
advocates in the department and in Congress. 

It was during this period that the practice of 
straw bidding unblushingly prevailed, and in- 
creased largely the cost of the star mail service in 
the Western States and Territories. The combina- 
tion of contractors who then dominated the de- 
partment and defied the law, not only robbed the 
Government, but their evi! influence is felt to this 
day. The extension of the mail service was un- 
questionably farin advance of the actual needs of 
the country. The enormous pay for fast daily ser- 
vice over many long star routes was in reality a 
subsidy or bounty to the proprietors of stage lines, 
The excuse for these excessive expenditures was 
that the development of the country was ac- 
celerated and civilization advanced thereby. Ad- 
mitting this to be true, for the sake of argu- 
ment, it is questionable whether the good accom- 
plished in the remote regions of the West compen- 
sated for the positive evil which resulted here from 
the degradation of official morais. It is a fact 
which cannot be denied that the scandals attend- 
ing the administration of the Post Office Depart- 
ment during the past quarter of a century have 
been very serious in their consequences. The re- 
sponsibility for this evil rests largely upon the le- 
gislative branch of the Government, because the 
power to remedy it could baye been exerted atany 
time, 

THE STAR SERVICE. 


The country has reached that stage in the prog- 
ress of its material development where, it seems to 
me, an effort ought to be made to bring the credit 
and debit sides of the department’s balance sheet 
nearer together. All, or nearly all, the long and 


expensive star routes have been superseded by 
railroad service. ‘The cost of the star service 
ought therefore to rapidly decrease in the Western 
States and Territories. A careful and impartial 
examination of the star service, made during the 
past Summer, satisfied the department that large 
reductions could be made without causing any in- 
convenience to the sections of country supplied 
thereby. In this connection I respectfuliy call at- 
tention to that portion of the very able report of 
the Second Assistant Postmaster-General, which 
deals with the star service. He says: 


* New service has been established and increased 
trips have been ordered on routes believed to require 
additional facilities, while routes believed to be useless 
have been discontinued, others reduced in trips, cur- 
tailed in distance, and diminished in expedition. The 
reduction of 3,¢4¥ miles in excess of the number em- 
braced in the increase of 4U9¥ routes has been accom- 
plished only by careful investigation touching the 
needs of the people in the section of country alfected. 
A part, however, of the decrease is due to the exten- 
sion of railroad routes, which superseded a portion of 
the star service. In certain instances it was ascer- 
tained that increased trips and expedited schedules 
bad no) been performed by contractors after the 
orders and allowances therefor, and in Sut few Iin- 
stances have the people upon the routes made com- 
plaint. As far as can be ascertained the orders 
reducing this service have not caused embar- 
rassment, and in a few cases, to those citizens 
directly interested in the routes, the first information 
thatapny increased trips or speed had been ordered 
was contained in the notices of discontinuance. The 
total reductionjmade during the last fiseal vearin the 
star service was $655,532 per anoum, but some of the 
orders did not take effect till the beginning of the 
present fiscal year. ‘The net reduction, allowing for 
new end increased service, during the last fiscal year 
was $364,144. The aggregate reduction of thecost of 
steam-boet service for the last fiscal year was &282,- 
0v9, from which is to be decucted thecost of increased 
service, $30,652, making the net reduction $251,356. 
Thus far in the present fiscal year reductions 
amounting to $701,551 have been made in tie star 
service. ‘ihe steam-boat service during the same time 
bas been reduced $51,872. There have been increases 
in the cost of the star serviceto the extent of $164,- 
597, and of steam-boat service to the amount of §54,- 
669. ‘Khe net reductions from July 1 to Oct. 31, in the 
star and steam-boat service, are $542,257. These re- 
suits may be summarized as follows:

A minute investigation into alleged abuses in the | 
star route service was instituted by direetion of the 
late President, andis still being prosecuted. ‘The 
Post Office Department has co-operated, and will 
continue to co-operate, with the Department of 
Justice in this investigation. No one who has not 
been directly concerned inthe matter can fuily 
appreciate the magnitude of the undertaking, the 
mass of record evidence examined, the difficulties 
of a personal investigation in sparsely settled ter- 
ritories, and the results attained by the patient and 
intelligent labors of the Inspectors of this depart- 
ment. There can beno doubt, from the facts al- 
ready ascertained, that the existing statutes leave 
the way opento great abuses, and that thereis 
abundant ground for asking a judicial investiza- 
tion of the transactions of the last few years. 

THE RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 

The main difficulty in bringing the department 
back to a self-sustaining basis is the constantly in 
creasing cost of the Railway Mail Service, This in- 
erease during the fiscal year was $487,446. An 
increased appropriation of $1,097,319 is asked for 
this service for the coming fiscal year, and the esti- 
mate for the fiscal year ending June 380, 1883, is 
$10,655,000. The compensation which the Govern- 
ment receives for second, third, and fourth class 
matter is far below their cost, and the more this 
matter grows in bulk the greater will be the loss on 
it. The rates for third and fourth class matter 
are not «nly unremunerative, but the wisdom 
of requiring the Government to become a carrier 
of merchandise is very questionable. Public senti- 
ment and justice to the department demand a re- 
duction in the cost of the Railway Mail Service. 
Most of the railroads are overpaid for the work 
they do. There can be no doubt that if the 
pay for this branch of the postal service is adjust- 
ed upon a basis alike equitable and just tothe de- 
partment and the railroad companies the result 
will be a very large saving. I am so strongly im- 
pressed with the necessity for this, and so confident 
that Congress will lose no time in giving the sub- 
ject intelligent and prompt eonsideration, that I 
have thought it my duty to recommend a less ap- 
propriation for railway transportation than the 
Superintendent of that branch of the service and 
the Second Assistant Postmaster-General have 
urged in their reports. Some saving has 
already been effected in the _ salaries of 
Postmasters, and still more may be prac- 
ticable. A saving in this direction can be 
made without injustice to office-holders or detri- 
ment to the public service. If these suggestions 
are deemed worthy of consideration and Congress 
carries them out, the reduction of letter postage 
from 8 to 2 cents will be possible within three 
years. The estimate of the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General for the item of star routes, $7,250,- 
000 for the year 1883, it will be observed, is $650,000 
lessthan the amount appropriated for the current 
year; for the steam-boat service $800,000, or $125,- 
000 less than the last appropriation; and for mail 
messengers $800,000, or $24,250 more than the cur- 
rent appropriation. Sufficient service should be 
provided for all communities with a reasonable ex- 
penditure of public money, and appropriations cor- 
responding with the estimates given above will, in 
my judgment, accomplish the object desired. 


FOREIGN MAILS, 

The total weight of mails dispatched during the 
year to countries and colonies of the Universal 
Postal Union (the Dominion of Canada excepted) 
was 194,392,727 grammes, or 1,751,523 pounds, The 
weight of the letter mails was 154,652,944¢ rammes,or 


340,988 pounds, and of printed matter and samples 
of merchandise 639,739,783 grammes, or 1,410,535 
pounds, being an increased weight, as compared 
with the preceding year, of 68.807 pounds of letters 
and 229,115 pounds of printed matter and samples. 
Of the letter mails dispatched, 155,835 pounds 
onthe per cent.) were sent to Great Britain and 
reland, 84,091 pounds (24.66 per cent.) to Germany, 
75,110 pounds (22.02 per cent.) to other countries 
of Europe, and 25,952 pounds (7.61 per cent.) to 
Postal Union countries and colonies other 
than European. Of the printed matter 
and samples dispatched 670,688 pounds (47.55 
per cent.) were sent to Great Britain and Ireland, 
285,434 pounds (20.23 per cent.) to Germany, 261,200 
pounds (18.52 per cent.) to other countries of 
Europe, and 193,213 pounds (13.70 per cent.) to 
other Postal Union countries and colonies. Com- 
pared with the weights of the mails dispatched 
during the preceding year, there was an increase 
in the letter mails of 25.28 per cent., and in the 
printed matter and sample mails of 19.39 per cent. 
‘The sums reported for payment on account of the 
sea transportation of the United States mails dis- 
patched to foreign countries during the fiscal year 
1881, including 13,197f. 438¢. ($2,547 10) credited 
to France in the quarter accounts with the 
French postal administration, for pe convey- 
ance of mech con- 
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tract packets from New-York to Havre, amounted 
to $289,149 21, an increase, compared with the cost 
of the same service in 1880, of $40,481 75. The 
countries and colonies having organized postal ser- 
viees which have not yet adhered to the Postal 
Union are Bolivia in South America, Costa Rica in 
Central America, New-Zealand. and the British 
colonies in Australia, With these exceptions the 
territory of the Universal Postal Union may now 
be said to embrace the civilized world. It includes 
an area of over 50,000,000 square miles, with a pop- 
ulation of about 800,000,000. 

The_ special postal arrangement between the 
United States and Canada has been modified by 
the execution of additional articles, authorizing 
the reciprocal transmission in the mails be- 
tween the two countries of insufficiently 
paid letters, on which at least one full 
rate of postage has been prepaid, and 
also empowering the Canada offiee to collect 
double rate of Canadian postage on newspapers, 
periodicals, and other printed matter published or 
originating in this country and posted in Canada 
for destinations in the United States, with the ap- 

arent purpose of evading the payment of the 

igher rates of United States domestic postage or 
the laws and regulations governing the treatment 
of such matter in the United States. It having 
been found that large numbers of United States 
mail saeks, which for a long series of years had 
been sent with correspondence to Canada, had 
failed to be returned to the sending United States 
Post Office, regulations were proposed by this de- 
partment and agreed to by the Canada ofiice, pro- 
viding for the exclusive use by each country for 
its mails to the other of its own sacks, and the 
prompt return, empty, to the sending country of 
the sacks belonging to it. 

The appropriation for the free dolivery system 
was $2,500,000, and the total cost of the service 
$2,499,911 54, leaving an unexpended balance of 
$88 46, The increase in the cost of the service 
over the previous year was $186,218 40, due to its 
extension to additional cities. This service has 
become a source of revenue, instead of expense, 
the increase in the sale of stamps where it exists 
more than paying for the service. Mr. James 
recommends that the salary of auxiliary letter- 
carriers be increased from $400 to $600 for 
the first year, and to $700 after the first 
year. He also recommends such legislation 
as will authorize the appointment of substitute 
leiter-carriers at such offices as they are neces- 
sary. He calls attention to the faithful manner in 
which the Post Office Inspectors have accomplished 
their work. There were 461 arrests made during 
the year. Of this number 424 cases were prose- 
cuted in the United States courts and 87in the 
courts of the several States in which the arrests 
were inade, Of the former, 188 persous were con- 
victed, 26 were acquitted, 3 escaped, 5 forfeited 
bail, 24 proceedings were dismissed, 1 was killed 
while resisting arrest, and 177 await trial. 
Thirty highwaymen were arrested and pruse- 
cuted in United States courts. At present 
there is a law against mailing explosives, 
but no penalty is provided for its _viola- 
tion. The report asks that a suitable penalty for 
the offense be provided. It is also recommended 
that the salaries of the three Assistant Postmasters 
be increased to $5,000 per annum, and that the com- 
pensation of the Postmasters at Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Boston. and St. Louis be increased from $4,000 
to $7,000, and of those at Cincinnati, San Francisco. 
New-Orleans, and Baltimore, from $4,000 to 
$6,000. The report refers to numerous petitions ask- 
ing for more speedy and frequent service between 
the Atlantic and Pacific, and says the service 
should be extended so as to accord better with the 
volume of business transacted. Itis recommended 
that pensions of two years’ salary be given to the 
widows cor children of men killed in the railway 
postal service, and that men disabled in the service 
be given their full pay until they recover, not to ex- 
ceed one year, 

The report concludes as follows: ‘The first step, 
in my judgment, toward the relief of the appoint- 
ing officers and the promotion of the greater effi- 
ciency and economy of the civil servico would be a 
method of minor appointment which should be in- 
dependent of personal or partisan influence. In 
some important Government offices of which I have 
had personal knowledge sucha system is already 
in operation. In those offices minor appoint- 
ments are determined solely by proper qualifi- 
cations, ascertained by impartial tests open 
to all applicants upon equal terms. The great suc- 
cess which has attended this method of selection 
proves its practicability, while the good results, 

oth in the service and in the character of the offi- 
cers thus selected demonstrate its value. The ex- 
tension of this method under uniform conditions is 
earnestly to be desired, both to correct familiar 
evils in the public service itself and to removs 
the still graver evils which spring from them. 
In my opinion, the same general principles should 
govern the seleetion and retention of employes 
in this department. The public is best served 
by honest, experieneed, and competent officers, 
and changes, therefore, should be made carefully 
and only for reasons affecting official conduct. My 
views upon this subject are the result of prolonged 
official experience. andI am persuaded that the 
practical application of these principles would pro- 
mote public morality, increase the economy and 
efficiency of the public service, and assuage the 
fury of party spirit, against which Washington 
warned the country as its ebief peril.”

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

COMMISSIONER LORING REPLIES TO THE PRO- 
TEST OF THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The committee ap- 
pointed by the National Grange to confer with 
Commissioner Loring, of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, in relation to elevating his department to a 
higher rank, and to convey the protest of the Na- 
tienal Grange against including in that department 
other industries, called on the Commissioner this 
morning. Mr. W. A. Armstrong, the Chairman, 
stated that their purpose would be more fully un- 
derstood by the reading of the preamble and reso- 
lutions calling for the appointment of the commit- 
tee. He said the resolutions had passed at the ses- 
sion of the Grange the morning succeeding the ad- 
dress of Commissioner Loring. It was the one and 
sole idea of that organization that the Department 
of Agriculture should be elevated to a higher place, 
and that it should become in reality a Government 
department, with its head a. Cabinet officer, and 
that it could best promote the great interests of 
agriculture by being kept aloof from all other in- 
terests. This was the sentiment of the Grange, 
which had the elevation of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment as its chief object. 

Commissioner Loring, in reply, said he had adyo- 
eated an enlargement of his department so asto 
include those interests which were intimately, and, 
toa great extent, inseparably allied with agricul- 
ture. He did not wish to antagonize any interest, 
but desired only to place the great interests of 
agriculture on the planein our Government care 
and keeping to which they of right are entitled. 
The enlargement of the department and the con- 
trol of suchinterests as now antagonize agricul- 
ture was of vastly more importance than the polit- 
ical aspeet which it might be sought tocouple with 
these questions. So far as he was concerned he 
could not urge any action looking toward making 
his a Cabinet office, This he left to the country and 
to legislation which the agricultural interests may 
demand. The mining, manufacturing, transporta- 
tion, and labor statistics are all interests which 
should be combined into separate bureaus of the 
Government in some form, and it would be for the 
interests of agriculture if it weredone. He wasnot 
infavor of loading down the Agricultural Depart- 
ment with more than it could carry. He was sim- 
ply in favor of letting the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, as now constituted, go right along as it is. 
A bureau of manufactures ought to be established, 
where producers could come to find out at any 
time such information as would be for their best 
interests in the production of cotton, wool, &e. In 
relation to the mining interests, he had seen at At- 
lanta enough to convince him that there should be 
a bureau of this kind connected with the Govern- 
ment. This interest is known officially only 
through the geologica! surveys, and the late Presi- 
dent Garfield had, only a short time before he 
received bis death blow, said to him that 
he thought the Land Office ought to be 
connected with the new Department of Industries. 
As to railroads, he thought so faras they affected 
the interests ot agriculture something might be 
done by which the whole country might be bene- 
fited inthe way of an equalization of fares and 
transportation, but he did not propose to antago- 
nize any one interest, but to advocate what was 
forthe interest of all. He thought it would be 
a benefit to havea tabulated rate of freights and 
fares kept—showing the working of the railroad 
systems in different States in connection with ag- 
ricultural interests. Transportation beth by land 
and water is closely allied to agriculture.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 21.—A special to the 
Times-Star from Athens, Ohio, says: ‘‘ Chris Davis, 
a mulatto, who was in jail for an outrageous as- 
sault upon a woman of middle age—Mrs. Locke, 
living at Albany, Ohio—was hanged by a mob last 
night. The Sheriff was overpowered and held 
while the mob broke into the cell and took Davis 
out. This morning his body was found hanging to 
the bridge over the Hecking River, on the south- 
ern border of the town. The men composing the 
mob were not masked and will be arrested.” 

Sr. Louis, Noy. 21.—Tucker Basham, of In- 
dependence, Mo., who was sentenced to 10 years in 
the penitentiary for complicity in the Glendale 
train robbery, and was pardoned to testify asa 
witness for the State against Bell Ryan, who was 
recently tried and convicted for the same offense, 
has left the country in a sudden and mysterious 
manner. Basham’s testimony convicted Ryan and 
disclosed the entire gang. Before the trial he was 
threatened with death if he testified, and during 
the trial his dwelling-house was set on fire, and an 
attack would have been made on him had he not 
been closely guarded, Since the trial he has re- 


eeived threatening letters, some signed ‘‘ Jesse” 
and some ‘' Ed,” supposed to mean Jesse James 
and Ed Miller, and others signed “The Boys.” 
Basham has been much excited for several weeks, 
and the letters frightened him so terribly that he 
concluded his only hone to escape revenge was to 
fly secretly. He took his wife with him. He left 
his preperty, and even his father docs not know 
where he has gone. The State expected to use 
Basham as a witness against persons indicted for 
the Blue Cut train robbery, and his evidence was 
important. 

A man named Jesse Munn, living near Kirksville, 
Mo., was shot and killed by a City Marshal of that 
place. Munn was drunk and disorderly. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 21.— Yesterday, in Oco- 
nee County, occurred a brutal murder. Steve 
Young (colored) bought a sow and pigs from War- 
ren Owens on credit afew weeks ago, and yester- 
day Owens called to demand payment. Young 
said he had no money. Owens grew angry and 
said, ‘* You have gotto pay me.”’ Young said, ‘I 
eannot do it.” Owens replied, ‘‘ You are a—— 
liar.”’ Young then struck at him, and Owens, 
drawing a revoiver,-sbot him in the head. Neigh- 
bors heard the pistol, and rushed in to find Young 
lying onthe floor in a pool of blood and dying. 
Owens claims that Young was his physical superior, 
and he hud to kill him to save his own life. he says 
Young had told him several falsehoods about pay- 
ing for pigs he bought.

DESTROYING NEW-JERSEY FISHERIES. 

SEABRIGHT, N. J., Nov. 21.—The wholesale 
destruction of moss-bunkers by the crews of steam 
fishing boats sent out along the northern New- 
Jersey sea-coast by the owners of fish-oil and fer- 
tilizer factories caused a heavy loss to Monmouth 
County this year. It has been claimed by eminent 
lawyers that the State authorities had no right to 
enact laws prohibiting fishing in New-Jersey wa- 
ters by boats owned in other States. evenif they 
did destroy the fish that attract bass, cod, and blue- 
fish to the shore of New-Jersey. In answertoa 
letter upon this subject, Spencer F. Baird, United 
States Fish Commissioner, says: ‘It is generally 
believed that the United States has the right to reg- 
ulate the sea fisheries off its coast within three 
miles, but the said right has not been acted upon 
by the general Government, and it is probably 
within the power of New-Jersey to emact reasona- 
ble legislation on the subject. The State of Maine 
has assumed this right by limiting purse-seining for 
menhaden, &c., within a two-mile live.” At the 
coming session of the State Legislature the ques- 
tion will be brought up for action. A bill prohib- 
iting fishing for menhaden by the crews of steam 
vessels within two miles of the beach is being 
drafted for presentation to the Legislature.

VIOLENT END OF A BAD LOR 


THE SHOOTING OF DR. T. G&bai¥ 
MADDUX IN MARYLAND. 
CALLED FROM BALTIMORE TO LOOK Agyey 

AN ELECTION IN ANNE ARUNDEL Counry 
—SHOT BY MEN WHOM HE DEFIED— 
THE CHECKERED CAREER OF A VIO. 

LATOR OF THE LAW. 

Bautrmore, Noy. 21.—No tragedy in Mary: 
land in many a day has excited such interest as the 
killing of Dr. T. Clay Maddux, of Baltimore, at the 
polls of the Fourth District of Anne Arundel 
County, at Odenton, onelection day. Terrible af 
it was it afforded a true picture of Democratic 
methods of carrying elections, and the testimony 
that has since been taken regarding the homicide 
shows more clearly than anything else could show 
how the right of suffrage is made a mockery it 
Maryland. Here wasa man notorious in charac 
ter who was invited by Gen. Frank A. Bond, the 
regular Democratic candidate for the Legislature, 
te come down from Baltimore and bring a mau 
with him. In the same letter Gen. Bona wrote te 
Maddux to “tell John Grier to come down and 
bring aman with him.” These facts Gen. Bond 
admitted in his evidence the other day, and said 
that he asked these men to come that they might 
see that the purity of the ballot-box was main- 
tained. 

So Maddux went. Hetooka man along, and he 
carried his gun on his shoulder, had a revolver in 
his hip pocket, and a couple of magnificent dogs at 
his heels. There were others who went along from 
Baltimore to “‘maintain the purity of the baliot- 
box” in Anne Arundel, enough, in fact, 
to fill the house where the _ polls were 
held. In order to be on hand _ bright 
and early on election morn, they went down the 
nicht before and quartered in the house, sleeping 
on the floors and making themselves as comfortable 
as possible. When the morning came they were up 
and ready for work before tze Judges of Electiou 
Nothing oceurred 
during the day except that threats were heard that 
there would be trouble before sunset. Bond’: 
forces were in the majority, and it was evi 
dent that by the assistance of his friends frou 
Baltimore he was going to win the day. 
His opponent was Mr. Michael Bannon, one of th 
most prominent Democratic politicians im_ the 
State, a man who was once a member of the Dem 
ocratic ring, but who has broken away from Bog 
Gorman and was running for the Legislature on ai 
independent ticket. Both Bond and Bannon were o} 
the ground to seo that the purity of the ballot-boa 
was maintained. Justas the polls closed the trouble 
began. It is always the custom in polling-places 
in the counties to allow friends of each candidate 


' to be present within the room andsee the count. 


Some of Bannon’s friends asked to be allowed to 
goin. Then came Maddux to thefront. Planting 
himself in the doorway, he cried out to the crowd 
that nota man should pass into that room unless 
over his dead body. He drew his revolver to show 
that he meant business, and dared any man in 
the crowd to attempt to passhim. This exasper 
ated men who knew Maddux, and knew that 
he had no right to be there, much less 4 
to interfere with the election. Firing 
began; Maddux fired at the crowd, and the crowd 
fired at him. In the scrimmage he was forced 
from his position, and an instant later a ball passed 
into his back and killed him instantly. 

And now the question was who killed him—a 


{ question that will probably never be settled. His 


bedy lay in the house all night guarded by the 
faithful dogs that had followed him on his trip, and 
the next day a jury of inquest was summoned, 
The evidence resulted in the arrest of one Claude 
Wheeler, charged with firing the shot, and of Mr. 
Bannon as an accessory. The arrest of Mr. Ban 
non was based upon the fact that he was seen talk; 
ing with Wheeler before the shooting, and, taking 
it ffor granted that Wheeler killed Maddux, it wag 
charged that Mr. Bannon urged him to doit. The 
arrest of Mr. Bannon caused much excitement in 
all parts of the State. He was released, however, 
on Saturday ona writ of habeas corpus issued by 
Judge Hammond, at Annapolis, as there was 
nothing to show that he was in any way implicated 
in the affair. As to Wheeler, his case will come up 
this week at Annapolis, but it is doubtfulif any- 
thing can be proved against him. 

When the news of the violent death of Dr. Mad 
dux reached Baltimore it was curious to notic¢ 
how it was received. Outside of his family not 4 
tear was shed for him, aot a regret was heard from 
any one, and the general verdict was: “It served 
him right.””. He had no business at the polls. and 
when he interfered in the election he took his lifa 
into his own hands. Dr. Maddux was a bad man— 
aman of aclassof which any community is well 
rid. He was a notorious violator of law in bis pro- 
fession. His practice was very extensive and he 
carried it on regardless of the law. Case 
after case against him had been brough{ 
to the attention of the Grand Jury, but none 
of them ever came to trial. He made n¢« 
secret of his practice, but rather boasted of it. He 
was a crack shot, a great hunter, and could often 
be seen in the streets of Baltimore in full hunting 
costume, with his gun on his shoulder and several 
splendid hunting dogs at his heels. He was no poli- 
tician, but had no hesitancy in taking a hand in 
an election if he thought there was going to 
be a fight. He was a frequent visitor to the 
polls in Anne Arundel County to assist his 
friend, Gen. Bond, “to maintain the purity of the 
bailot-box.””> He was a lineal descendant of Six 
William Macdux, of Seven Oak Manor, England. 
In October, 1857, he matriculated at Winchestes 


; Medical College, Virginia, and entered as a student 
Rates are un- | 


the office of the well-known Virginia surgeon, 
Prof. Hugh H. Maguire. After receiving 42 
good “medical education he went to Rich 
mond and began his practice. In February, 
1861, at the beginning of the hostilities 
in Charleston Harbor which ushered in the civil 
Richmond for Seuth Carolina, where 
he was commissioned as Assistant Surgeon in the 
Army of the Palmetto State, and was ordered ta 
duty at Fort Moultrie, and was there at the time o} 
the bombardment of Fort Sumter. Ou April 14 be 
was ordered to report to Capt. Hollinquist, who ha¢ 
been assigned to the command of Fort Sumter. 
While the boat that conveyed the Doctor, in com 
pany with Capt. Hollinauist, Gen Ripley, 
and others, was lying outside and near Fort Sum- 
ter awaiting orders to take possession, the memor- 
able accident of the explosionzjof cartridges oc- 
curred on the parapet of the fort as Major Ander- 
son was saluting the lowering of his flag. One man 
was killed and several wounded. The hospital 
flag was run up in distress, and Dr. Maddux was 
ordered to the fort to render medical assistance, 
Here he amputated a leg, the first surgical opera- 
tion of the kind performed during the war. 
He was soon after ordered to Virginia with the first 
South Carolina command under Gen. Barbour, be- 
ing attached to the Second South Cxrolina Regi- 
ment. He served as Surgeon in the Confederat 

volunteer army, and was in the noted battles of 
the first Bull Kun, Seven Pines, and the seven 
days’ battles on the Chickahominy. He was cap- 
tured near Bentonville, N. C.. while endeavoring 
to get within Gen. Joe Johnston’s lines in April, 
1865. 

After the war he settled in Richmond, but was 
compelled to leave that city, and then came to 
Baltimore. The cause of his departure from Rich- 
mond was the killing of Major Henry T. Dixon, of 
the United States Army,in 1866. Just after his 
graduation from the Winchester Medical College 
he met Major Dixon, who, he had heard, had in- 
sulted a friend of his, and resented the insuit. 
Tnere was an exchange of shots, Dr. Maddux re- 
ceiving a bullet through the neck and lungs, his re- 
covery from which was considered remark- 
able. After the war. in 1866, Dr. Mad- 
dux met Major Dixon again in the 
Mansion House in Alexandria. An insult passed 
at the meeting, and two weeks later as Dr. Mad- 


,dux and a friend were standing on the street 


Major Dixon approached, and when about 40 feet 
off fired, the bali grazing Maddux’s side. He re 
turned the fire, mortally wounding Major Dixon, 
who died the next morning. It wasa son of this 
Major Dixon whose killing in Yazoo, Miss., while 
a candidate for Sheriff, created such excitement at 
the time. Dr. Maddux was also wounded in a due! 
with a Mr. Vernon in Richmond, and while a rest 
dent of Baltimore was connected as second with 
an affair of honor which, however, did not comé 
off—the Aisqueth-McCullough affair. Maddux’ 
body was taken to Virginia for burial.

IN SEARCH OF A VILLAIN. 

The Police of the Nineteenth Precinct are 
looking for Henry Keesing, aged 28, son of Thomas 
H. Keesing, an Israelite, who made a fortune in 
the wholesale drug business. Keesing, on Sunday 
night, after attempting to assault Alice Walker, 
aged 9, daughter of Thomas Walker, a waiter at 
the Windsor Hotel, who lives at No. 309 West 
Forty-fourth-street, slashed her in the abdomen, 
the thighs, the breast, and the hands with a razor, 
at his father’s house, No. 69 West Forty-eighth- 
street, and turned her into the street. Officer Rob- 


ert Dunlop, of the Nineteenth Rgecinct, says that 
on the night that James Fisk. Jr., was shot by E. 
S. Stokes Keesing was arrested on a precisely 
similar charge; that he was committed to the 
Tombs, and tkat through the influence of his fami- 
ly witn Judge Cardozo he was admitted to bail 
and evaded justice. He was not heard of until a 
year and a half ago, when he returned home, Since 
then he has led a dissipated life, and has seldom 
been sober. On Sunday evening his parents and 
their servants went out. At 9:30 o’clock Henry 
Keesing met Alice at Thirty-ninth-street and 
Eighth-avenue. She had been to visit play- 
mates, and was returning home. Keesing accost- 
ed her, and showing her a silver half-dollar 
asked her if she would like to have it for carrying 
a letter. She is not timid, and, receiving the 
money, walked with Keesing to No. 69 West 
Forty-eighth-street. Once in the house he attempt- 
ed the assault, and being bafiled by her cries te 
drew arazor and grievously wounded her, inflict 
ing one wound five inches in length. She managed 
to stagger to the corner of Sixth-avenue and Forty- 
eighth-street, when a man noticed her and ealled 
Ofticers Gleason and Farrell, of the Nineteenth 
Precinct. They carried her to C. Cunz’s drug 
store, No. 851 Sixth-avenue, where the extent o1 
the injuries was ascertained, and she was taken te 
the residence of Police Surgeon S. L. Waterman, 
No. 103 West Forty-ninth-street. He dressed the 
wounds, and an ambulance took her to Bellevue 
Hospital. Last night the surgeons reported that 
she might recover. A general alarm cailing for 
Keesing’s arrest describes him as 28 years old, & 
feet 6 inches in height, very dark-complexioned, 
black hair, inclined to curl, and black eyes. He waa 
shabbily dressed. .

MARITAL TROUBLES. 
THE DIVORCE SUIT OF MRS. EDWARD STERN 
THE CUSTODY OF THE CHILDREN. 

Edward Stern, a Director in the Municipal 
Gas-light Company, brought a suit for a limited di- 
vorce from his wife, Matilde Stern, in the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Donohue, in August, on the 
ground that she had abandoned him. In bis com- 
plaint Mr. Stern alleged that he was married to 
the defendant on May 30, 1877, in the Lutheran 
sthurch in Sixth-avenve. Her name before 
marrisge was Matilde Philomene Druilhet. 
Tbe pair ved together until May 23, 1881, two chil- 
fren in the meantime having been born to them. 
Up to that time the plairtiff alleges their relations 


were amicable and affectionate. A few weeks be- 
fore May 23, however, the acts of the defendant 
were “marked by rapid alternations of affection 
and disaffection,” and on that date Mrs. Stern left 
the house of the plaintiff, No. 18 Rue Bayard, 
Paris, taking the children with her. He elaims 
that she was urged to do so by _ her 
mother. The latter clause was, however, stricken 
from the complaint, as being scandalous, by 
order of the court. In spite of her husband's 
entreaties, Mrs. Stern continued to reside with 
her mother, whose influence, he claims, was 
* detrimental to the morals of the children of the 
plaintiff and defendant.” The acts of violence 
rommitted by the defendant onthe occasion of 
herlieaving her husband’s house, in his opinion, 
render her unfit to be the custodian of the children. 

In her answer to the complaint Mrs, Stern ad- 
mits the marriage, but alleges that his absences 
from home were neither brief nor occasional, nor 
were they required by the demands of his busi- 
ness. She alleges that in May, 1879, she ceased to 
cohabit with the plaintiff, and had not since co- 
habited with him. In addition to the two childrex 
mentioned in the complaint as having been born of 
their marriage, she asserts that two girls—twins— 
were also born to them in October, 1878, in Paris, 
where they died a month afterward. She admits that 
she left her husband's residence last May “‘because of 
cruel and inhuman treatment theretofore received 
by her at the hands of the plaintiff, and because of 
the knowledge which she had then acquired of 
various acts of adultery committed by him.” For 
further defense she alleges that on or about May 
24 last she instituted proceedings in the courts of 
Paris, France, to compel the plaintiff to support 
and maintain her in a separate residence, pend- 
ng an action to he brought by her 
In the courts of this City for an abso- 
lute divorce from her husband, and that 
the plaintiff should be compelled to make provi- 
sion for her to bring and prosecute that action, 
she, in the meantime, to have the sole custody and 
controlof their children. The hearing was had, 
and on Aug. 18 the Civil Tribunal of the Seine ren- 
dered a judgment whereby it was decreed that Mr. 
Stern had frequently abandoned himself to wrongs 
and grave crueities toward his wife,and had had 
with various women relations outrageous to said 
wife; that the custody of the children should be in 
the mother, and that the plaintiff should pay to the 
flefendant 6,000f. for her expenses in coming to and 
remaining in Americato prosecute the suit, and 
¢,000f. monthly for 18 months, within which time 
she was tobring an action for divorce, The plain- 
tiff, Mr. Stern, was also to: restore her wardrobe 
and jewels. 

Mrs. Stern then brought a suit for absolute di- 
vorce from her husband on the ground of infidel- 
ity, to which he putin an answer denying the alle- 
gations. Three motions were made in the case be- 
fore Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday. One was by counselfor Mr Stern re- 
questing permission to withdrawhis suit on pay- 
ment of costs, for the reason that Mrs. Stern had 
brought a suit for divorce. This was opposed by 
defendant’s eounsel on a motion that the plaintiff 
stould also pay the counsel fee. The plaintiff's 
counsel objected tothis. The plaintiff then made 
2 motion to be allowed to see his children, alleging 
that since his arrival from Europe on the 8d inst. 
he had endeavored, without avail, to make some 
arrangement by which he could visit his children 
without asking the intervention of the court. 
Mrs. Stern, in her affidavit in reference to Mr. 
Stern’s motion to be permitted to visit hia children, 
taid that on previous occasions when he visited 
the children he abused herin their presence. Mr. 
Stern,in an affidavit, denied that he made the 
occasions of his visits to his children scenes of vio- 
lence and abuse. Several of his visits, he says, 
were made during the absence of Mrs. Stern, and 
on other occasions she insisted on remaining in the 
room and made offensive remarks, although he 
requested her to leave him alone with the children. 
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MISSIONARY WORK IN iNDIA. 
GOOD RESULTS AMONG THE TELUGUS—A 
NEW SEMINARY BUILDING NEEDED. 
The attention of the Baptist Pastors in their 
Conference yesterday was absorbed br an address 
by the Rev. R. R. Williams, a missionary from 
Southern India and President of ‘the Brownson 
Theological Seminary at Telugu. The speaker gave 
& very interesting account of missionary labor 
zmong the Brahmins of India. The Brownson 
Seminary was established in 1873 as a school for 


the training of native ministers, and it has been } 


rery successful. Its first class numbered but 15, 


but last year 203 students were engaged in taking 
the regular four years’ course. In teaching the 
natives the Bible was used very much as a text- 
book isin the West. The scholars bezan with Gen- 
esis, and did not stop their studies until tho 
end of Revelation was reached. The Telugus 
are a very intelligent people, and as the Bible is an 
Mastern book, they have less trouble in under- 
standing its illustrations than Western people haye. 
During the course of instruction the students 
preach as wel! as study. Every Saturday they 
are sent forth, two by two, to labor among their 
people in the neighboring villages. At times they 
are obliged to walk 10 or 12 miles in order to reach 
their field. The object of this is two-fold. In the 
lirst place, itis atest of the student’s fitness for 
the work to which he aspires. If the love of God 
s not in his heart, and he gets footsore and weary. 
be returns to the seminary thinking that he would 
prefer some other business, and the Faculty agree 
with him. Inthe second place, the ministrations 
of the students result in bringing many na- 
tives into the Church. Mr. Williams said 
that the seminary had practically solved 
the problem of making the Indian Mission self-sus- 
taining. These people can support native minis- 
ters with their simple habits, but 10,000 of them 
could not support a missionary. The result of the 
issionary work in Telugu is larger than in any 
other filed covered by the Bantist Missions. This is 
due to the fact that the Gospel has been preached 
by natives, and to the other fact that each new 
ronvert has become practically a missionary, labor- 
ing with his friends and acquaintances to bring 
them into the Church. In one year 10,000 Telugus 
were received into the Church. Tho speaker said 
‘hat be had preached to more than 2,000 people at 
one time, and had baptized in one day over 700 
without leaving the water. At Angula 2,222 per- 
z0ns were baptized inasingle day. The converts 
showed their sincerity by living consistent Chris- 
tian lives. The seminary by means of which all 
this good was being done has not accommodations 
for the increased number of students, and $15,000 
ls needed to erect a new building. This money Mr. 
Williams has come to this country to collect, and 
he wished the members of the Conference to aid 
bim inthe work. Dr. Reuben Jeffrey, formerly of 
Brooklyn,. but for the last year of Denver, Col., 
made a few remarks about the encouraging condi- 
tion of the Baptist feld in Colorado, and the Con- 
nage adjourned. Next poner the Pastors will 
sten to a lecture on the “Pyramids” by Dr.

IN THE ARCTIO REGIONS. 


The exciting experiences of five years in tho | 
Arctic regions were graphically described and en- | 


tertainingly illustrated by Commander Cheyne, of 
England, in Chickering Hall last evening. The 
speaker was prominently connected with threes of 
the British expeditions which were sent into the 
Arctic seas in search of Sir John Franklin, and he 


was, therefore, able to speak from personal obser- 
ration of the terrible hardships and obstacles every 
Arctic exploring party must encounter. A brief 
uwccount Was given of the starting out of the ves- 
tels Erebus and Terror in the year 1845 under the 


sommand of Sir John Franklin, and then followed | 


jetailed descriptions of the successive searching 
explorations made under the auspices of the British 
Government by Sir James Ross, Capt. Austin, and 
Sir Edward Belcher, andalso of the more success- 
ful private expedition fitted out by Lady Franklin 
and commanded by Capt. McClintock. The polar 
regions, the progress of the various ships and nu- 
merous incidents and accidents were all admirably 
\Uustrated by large stereoscopic views. A picture 
of tne record ot Sir John Franklin's death, which 
was found by Lieut. Hobson, of the ship Fox, was 
also displayed. After concluding his lecture Com- 
mander Cheyne stated that one object of his visit 
to this country was to get up an Anglo- 
American expedition to go in search of the 
north pole and of the steamer Jeannetie. He 
did not believe any harm had come to 
the ‘Jeannette, and he was anxious to prosecute 
his searches in the Arctie regions stil] further north- 
Ward, under the joint auspices of the British and 
American people, Lieut. Schwatka, the speaker 
remarked, had agreed to accompany him in the 
proposed expedition. The Commander assured the 
audience that his five years’ experience in the 


northern seas had given him aconstitution that | 


would enable him to make one, and perhaps two, 
more visits to that region where the thermometer 
ranges from 10° to 60° below zero.

SUICIDE BY SHOOTING.

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THE ELEOTION RETURNS. 
ALL OF THE DISTRICTS CANVASSED—A MAN- 
DAMUS TO COMPEL AN INSPECTION. 


The monotonous proceedings of the Board of 
County Canvassers were varied last evening by the 
service of a long legal document upen each mem- 
ber of the board. During the canvass of the votes 
cast in this City at the recent election, ex-Judge 
Nelson J. Waterbury, Peter B. Olney, and E. El- 
lery Anderson closely watched the count each day, 
acting in the interest of the New-York County 
Democracy. While the count of the Twenty-third 
Assembly District was in progress yesterday, an 
alternative mandamus, issued by Judge Donohue 
and returnable to-day, was served upon the mem- 
bers of the board, commanding them to permit 
Messrs. Waterbury, Olney, and Anderson to ex- 
amine all of tbe returns from all of the election 
districts and make notes therefrom if they so 
desire. The mandamus was issued upon an affi- 
davit made by  ex-Judge Waterbury, in 
which he declared that he was_ retained 
by certain candidates to watch the count 
and did so; that in the progress of the canvass 
many errors, imperfections, and irregularities were 
discovered in the returns of Inspectors of Election; 
that it was his duty to examine and make notes in 
respect to the contents of the returns after the 
Supervisors bad opened and canvassed them; that 
he began such examination in the office of the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors on the 18th inst., 
but was not allowed to continue the examination 
after 4 o’clock that afternoon; that the next day 
he was not allowed to examine any of the returns, 
and that he, therefore, believed it was the inten- 
tion of some of the Supervisors to prevent him and 
his associates from looking over the returns until 
after the certificate and deelaration of the result 
of the election shall have been made and the 
board has finally adjourned. 

As soon as the clerk had read the mandamus 
Supervisor Hawes offered the following, which was 
adopied: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the board be in- 
structed to appear in court to-morrow and state to 
the court that no demand has been made in the Board 
of County Canvassers for the privileges sought by the 
gentiemen in said mandamus mentioned, and that, 
therefore, the board cannot have denied them the 
right to overlook the returns as stated by them in 
their application to the court; that the board Is will- 
ing to permit the gentlemen mentioned the privilege 
they seek under preper restrictions and the super- 
vision of a committee to be appointed by the board. 

In accordance with this resolution, Supervisors 
Perley, Kirk, and Keenan were named as the com- 
mittee to look after the returns when ex-Judge 
Waterbury and his associates examine them. 

Laterin the evening Messrs. Waterbury, Olney, 
and Anderson made a formal demand upon the 
Board that the Inspectors in a number of election 
districts of the Fifth Aldermanic District be sent 
for, on the ground that there were discrepancies 
in the returns. This brought Supervisor Sauer to 
his feet with the declaration that in their ap- 
plication to the court for a mandamus the 
three lawyers had misrepresented facts. He 
added that in each case where errors had 
been discovered in returns from the Fifth Alder- 
manic District the Committee on Corrected Re- 
turns had sent for the Inspectors, had compared 
the returns with the tallies in the Mayor’s office, 
and everything had been made correct. He moved, 
therefore, that the demand be laid upon the table, 
and his motion was promptly adopted. When the 
returns from the Twenty-fourth and last Assembly 
District had been canvassed, the board took a re- 
cess until 11:45 o’clock to-day, when the Commit- 
tee on Corrected Returns will makeits final reports.

STORMY WEATHER AT SEA. 
THREE MEN SWEPT OVERBOARD AND SWEPT 
BACK AGAIN. 

The Belgian steam-ship Helvetia, Capt. Keit, 
which arrived from Antwerp yesterday, was 16 
days in crossing the ocean. During the first six 
days of the voyage favorable weather was expe- 
rienced, but heavy westerly gales afterward set in 
and kept the steamer from making her usual 
progress. The sea was extremely heavy, and 
besides deiuging the decks with water caused the 
vessel to laborin avery dangerous manner. On 
Nov. 17 in latitude 48° and longitude 58° 50’ the 
fishing schooner Mist, of Gloucester. Capt. Haw- 
ker, was spoken. This vessel was bound home 
from acruise on the Grand Banks, and had run 
out of water and provisions. Capt. Keit senta 
quantity of water, beef, flour, bread, &c., to the 
schooner. Tke latter had lost her rudder during a 
heavy storm. Capt. Borda, of the Portuguese 
bark Guilherme, from Rio Janeiro, tells of the nar- 
row escape from deathof three of his crew on 
the 10th, im latitude 21° and longitude 57°. 
A heavy gale then set in, and increased into a hur- 
ricane, blowing with intense violence from all 
points of the compass. This caused a dangerous 
cross-sea, in which the vessel labored violently, 
while wave after wave washed over the decks. A 
big wave swept over the decks and carried three 
of the sailors overboard. The men were seen 
struggling in the sea by their shipmates, who gave 
them up for lost. Butthe bark gave a heavy roll, 
and another wave boarded her,tossing on board the 
three men who had just beenswept into the ocean. 
They said that after being carried overboard they 
had struggled to keep up, but had no idea that the 
next wave would land them on the very deck from 
which they had been carried. The schooner N. E. 
Symonds, from Mona Island, was caught in a 
heavy storm om the 15th in latitude 28° and longi- 
tude 71° 30’. The wind at first came from north- 
east, but changing to south-east increased into 
a hurricane, which continued for six hours. 
During this time the mizzenmast head 
was carried away, the fore and  main- 
masts were sprung, and several sails 
were blown away. ‘The steam-ship Mosel, of the 
North German Lioyd, sailed from Bremen on the 
6th and called at Southampton on the 10th. Strong 
westerly gales, with high seas, prevailed during the 
last half of the voyage. On the 15th, 16th, and 19th 
the wind blew with hurricane force, and enormous 
seas swept over the decks. The Spain, of the Na- 
tional Line, from Liverpool, met with considerable 
bad weather. On the 16th she encountered a very 
severe head-gale, and was unable to make mueh 
more than half her usual rate of speed.

BUSINESS EMBARRASSMENTS. 
FAILURES REPORTED IN THE CITY AND ELSE- 
WHERE, 

Charles H. Flint and Tracy B. Warren, re- 
tail dealers in dry goods at No. 26 East Fourteenth- 
street, made an assigniment yesterday to William 
H. Flitner. The firm started here only two months 


ago, having removed from Bridgeport, Conn., 


where they had a large store. 
Bridgeport in 1871 as Croweil, Flint & Tomlinson, 
who were succeeded by Flint & Warren in March, 
1876. Mr. Warren, it is said at the time, had in- 
vested $50,000. When they started in New-York 
they claimed a capital of $80,000. They were under 
heavy expenses, tho rent being $20,000 a year; the 
season was backward, trade bad, and they were, it 
is said, not accustomed to catering for a city trade. 
The liabilities are not definitely known, but are 
currently reported at about $125,000. The assets 
consist mainly of stock, of which an inventory is 
now being made. 

Dispatches were received in this City yesterday 
by Bradstreets announcing the failure of Solomon 
Bear & Brothers, wholesale and retail dry goods 
merchants of Wilmington, N.C. They have made 
an assignment, giving preferences for $53,000. The 
firm have been ia business about 13 years, and had 
a large trade, employing a capital of about $75,000, 
carrying a stock of about $50.000. They own real: 
estate assessed for about $30,000. The liabilities 
are $160,000, a large part of which is due in New-

A WALL IMBEDDED IN LIMESTONE.

The statement is made in our Boston dis- 
patches that the Directors of the Central 


National Bank have ‘accepted Cashier 
Youne’s resignation.’”” They have not 
taken this action a moment too soon if the 
‘published reports in regard to that officer’s 
conduct be at all correct. Mr. Youne is 


said to have given Benyon, of the broken 
Pacific Bank, Cashier’s checks on his own 
bank surreptitiously after direct’ prohibition 
by the President. Such action was plainly 
criminal in intent, whatever it may be in 
law, and an officer who could be guilty of it 
should be brought to justice in the prompt- 
est and surest manner possible. It now ap- 
pears that the shareholders of the Pacific 
Bank will lose not only their investment, 
but an amount equal to the par 
value of their shares. This will fall 
heavily on many small holders, in- 
cluding a number of women, who, owing 
to the peculiar tactics of Brnyon, backed 
partly by his church relations, had been in- 
duced to buy the shares. These are inno- 
cent sufferers, but what shall be said of the 
responsibility of Directors who have sys- 
tematically allowed their individual trust to 
be administered and abused by a man like 
BENYON ? j 


There is something wrong about the fig- 
ures onthe basis of which Gen. WALKER, 
late Superintendent of the Census, is reported 
to calculate the relative loss and gain of rep- 
resentation, by States, in the next apportion- 
ment. The present membership of the 
House is 293, the ratio of representation 
being 154,764. Gen. Waker is repre- 
sented as calculating that, if the number 
of members is not increased, the ratio 
of representation would be increased to 
169,080 for each Representative. On 
this basis it is calculated that Arkansas, 
California, Michigan, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, and West Virginia would each 
gain one Representative. Minnesota and 
Nebraska would gain two each. Alabama, 
Illinois, Maine, Maryland, New-Hampshire, 
Ohio, Tennessee, and Vermont would lose 
oneeach; Pennsylvania would lose two, and 
New-York three. This would show a gain 
of ten to the first-named group of States, 
and a loss of thirteen to the States whose 
representation would be diminished. As 
this would really change the present mem- 
bership of the House by three, the calcula- 
tions attributed to Gen. WALKER must be 
revised. 

The representatives of the County Democ- 
racy have charged themselves with the pa- 
triotic duty of devising legislative reforms 
for the protection of the community against 
corporate monopoly and legislation cal- 
culated ‘‘to simplify and render more 
efficient and economical the admin- 
istration of our Municipal affairs and 
lighten the burdens borne by the people.’’ 
The preparation of such measures in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the Legislature 
will, it is to be hoped, be accompanied 
by suitable provision for pressing them 
on the attention of Senators and As- 
semblymen. Narrow as the Demo- 
cratic majority at Albany, the party has 
at least the power to distinguish itself by 
passing bills which shall accomplish reforms 
which Republicans have been charged for 
years with obstructing. The Governor is 
not likely to stand in the way of such 
salutary enactments as those proposed, and 
we do not imagine that they will receive 
any formidable opposition from the minor- 
ity in the Legislature. Only their authors 
must not allow themselves to forget the 
beautiful sentiment of the County Democ- 
racy that ‘‘ party organization should exist 
not alone for the purpose of controlling 
offices, but for the public good.’’

THE POSTAL BUSINESS OF THE 
COUNTRY. 


Postmaster-General Jamxs’s first report is 
given, in substance, in our columns this 
morning. It presents in a clear, but formal, 
manner, and with very little comment, the 
condition of the service at the present time, 
and points out the direction in which it 
may beimproved. There. was a deficiency 
in the revenues of the department for the 
past fiscal year, in round numbers, of 
$2,500,000. By the close of the year ending 
June 80, 1883, Mr. JAmzEs estimates that this 
deficiency can be still further reduced to 
less than a million ($920,077 95.) Should, 
however, the increase in the revenues be 10.4 
per cent., as it was last year, instead 
of 8 per cent., which is the rate of increase 
on which the estimate is based, then ¢he 
revenues would equal the expenditures and 
the postal service would become self-support- 
ing, as it should be. It is, of course, en- 
tirely proper for Mr. Jamxs to be thus pru- 
dent in his estimates; but it is also quite 
safe to predict that if the reforms which he 
advocates and has undertaken shall be vig- 
orously carried out by his successor, the ser- 
vice could not only be made self-sustaining, 
but a very decided reduction in the rates 
of postage could be attained under the pres- 
ent Administration. 

Of these reforms, the most conspicuous is, 
of course, that in the star route service. 
How much has been done in this direction 
is shown by the figures up to the 31st of 
Cctober. At that time nearly $1,700,000 
reduction had been made in star routes, 
while some $548,000 had been added in the 
way of extension. The net saving was 
$1,147,757; but the amount first named was 
all saved by lopping off the extravagant or 
corrupt contracts made under the Brady ré- 
gune. Nor this alone; the saving would have 
been considerably more but for the allow- 
ances of contract rates which the law re- 
quired to be made on canceled contracts 
which were technically regular, though 
essentially swindles. How completely the 
work has been done it is impossible to say, 
but as Mr. James has proceeded with the 
utmost care, not to sacrifice any real in- 
terests of the people served by the routes, 
it is probable that important reductions may 
yet be made. 

In this connection, too, must be taken the 
effect of what Mr. James very justly terms 
‘the false and vicious theory that the postal 
fund can properly be charged with subsidies 
for the development of commerce on the 
high seas or the encouragement of private 
enterprise on land.’’ That theory must be 
rigidly rejected, and every approach to 
its application must be closely watched 
if the vast interests to be © sub- 
served by a_ self-sustaining service at 
low rates are to be protected. 
These are the only interests that Congress 

has any right, legally or equitably, to con- 
sider. ‘The pretended general advantages to 
bs obtained by the theory of subsidies, di- 
rect or indirect, are wholly illusory, are 
mostly dishonestly presented, and are in any 
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case entirely beyond the domain of Congress, 

But far more important in its scope, and 
destined to have more permanent effects, is 
the reform very modestly but very plainly 
urged by Mr. Jamus in the conclusion of his 
report : 

“ The first step, in my judgment,” he says, ** to- 
ward * * * the promotion of the greater effi- 
ciency and economy of the civil service would be a 
method of minor appointment, which shouki be 
independent of personal or partisan influence. In 
some important Government offices of which I have 
had personal knowledge, such a system is already 
in operation. In those offices minor appoint- 
ments are determined solely by proper 
qualifications, ascertained by impartial tests open 
to all applicants upon equal terms. The great suc- 
cess which has attended this method of selection 
proves its practicability, while the good results, 
both in the service and in the character of the 
officers thus selected, demonstrate its value. The 
extension of this method under uniform conditions 
is earnestly to be desired, both to correct familiar 
evils in the public service itself and to remove the 
still graver evils which spring from them.” 

This is, after all, the essential condition to 
the improvement in the postal service which 
Mr. Jamzs has sought, and which he would 
undoubtedly secure were he to remain in his 
position and be thoroughly sustained. The 
work of purifying the Contract Bureau is a 
difficult and necessary one, but it is excep- 
tional. In this bureau gross abuses have 
grown up because great and loosely defined 
powers were confined to one man, who 
was brought into direct contact with 
Congress and the schemes of its various 
members. No such corruption, either in 
kind or amount, exists or can exist in any 
other branch of the service. The general 
difficulty with the Post Office Department, 
and the one which prevents it from being far 
more efficient, at less cost than it now is, is 
its prostitution to politics. It has, on the 

whole, done so well that the public does not 
realize how very much betier it might 


do. But it is capable of demon- 
stration that if the system of ap- 


pointments and promotions recommended 
by Mr. James were generally adopted 
in the central office at Washington, in the 
transportation and distribution branches, 
and in all the larger offices, the whole work 
of the department could be done more 
promptly and efficiently than now for a 
great deal less money. It is safe to say 
that the thorough application of this system 
would save at least one-third of the ex- 
penditure now made in salaries and wages. 
This is not an inference from theory; itis a 
conclusion from the actual experience of 
the New-York office. In that oftice the force 
now employed being no larger than it was 
four years ago and being paid substantially 
the same amount does at least twice and 
probably two and one-half times the work it 
did then, and does it more rapidly, accu- 
rately, and satisfactorily. The sole cause of 
this greater efliciency is the improvement in 
the force worked by the consistent applica- 
tion of the reform system of appointments 
and promotions. It is on such experience 
as this that Mr. James bases his unqualified 
indorsement of the reform. This indorse- 
ment presents to the Administration an obli- 
gation which it cannot avoid. It is to place 
in the Post Office Department, in the event. 
of Mr. JAm«s’s retirement, a man who will 
be in sympathy with the reform, and will 
promote, not retard, its development and 
application. 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER COMPETITION. 


Mr. Josxrpn Nimmo, Jr., Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics at Washington, has pub- 
lished in advance of the appearance of his 
annual report on the internal commerce of 
the country a portion of that document re- 
lating to the competition between the Mis- 
sissippi River and the trunk lines of 
railroad from the producing regions of 
the West to the Atlantic — sea-board. 
His contribution to the discussion 
of the subject is especially valuable for the 
specific information which it furnishes re- 
garding the actual course of traffic. It also 
contains important suggestions regarding 
the influences which determine and are 
likely to determine in the future the di- 
rection of the swelling currents of trans- 
portation from the interior of the coun- 
try to the ports from which our produc- 
tions are shipped abroad. While recogniz- 
ing the undoubted influence which water 
lines exert over rates for the transportation 
of freight by rail, Mr. Nimmo also shows 
that the railroads have compelled important 
improvements and a material lowering of 
rates on the water lines themselves. He 
also sets forth the rigid limitations under 
which the competition of water lines must 
always be carried on. 





One is led from acareful study of this 
subject more and more to doubt whether 
there is to be any very serious diversion of 
traffic from the course which has been estab- 
lished through the advantages presented by 
nature and the development of the busi- 
ness of the country. The production of 
the vast agricultural region of the West 
is destined to go on inereasing. It 
will furnish a growing surplus of commodi- 
ties for foreign markets, which are not 
likely to be supplied as cheaply from any 
other source. These commodities will be 
gathered at certain interior markets 
where the facilities are concentrated 
for handling them, and thence they 
will be sent forth to the sea-board. 
At the present time the only one of these 
great interior markets that is situated on the 
Mississippi River with special facilities for 
using its waters for transportation is St. 
Louis. As the country from which it 
draws its traffic is developed, that city will 
have an increasing share in the business of 
forwarding grain and provisions and other 
bulky products to foreign markets, and it 
will send more and more of them down the 
river, but it is doubtful if its relative 
share of the whole trailic will be greatly en- 
hanced. The railroads have certain very 
decided advantages which the cheapness of 
water transportation can never overcome. 
In the first place, with their superior facili- 
ties for rapid work they can carry all the 
higher classes of merchandise more satis- 
factorily and, all things considered, more 
economically than they can be carried by 
water. They can be extended and multi- 
plied in every direction, and will of neces- 
sity do the business of gathering up 
the coarser products and bringing them 
together at theinterior markets. Having by 
this means taken possession of the traffic at 
its sources, they can by means of their 
through connections hold it to its destina- 
tion. This is supposing that they can make 
it permanently for their interest to do so 


rather than i-ake themselves tributary to 
any water line. Besides, they always have 
a large volume of local business from point 
to point on their lines and from all points 
to and from the great sea-board markets, 


The barges that leave St. Louis for New- 
Orleans can profitably carry only grain and 
other bulky products. They do little or no 
way business and their return traffic is in- 
significant. The route of foreign com- 
merce from New-Orleans to Europe is at a 
decided disadvantage compared with those 
from the Atlantic ports. Navigation is in- 
terrupted below St. Louis by ice and low 
water more than three months in the year. 
The same disadvantages beset the route 
by way of the lakes, canals, and rivers 
to the East, with the addition of two months 
more of interrupted navigation. Moreover, 
they are dependent on the interior markets, 
which are necessarily fed by the railroads. 
On the other hand, the trunk lines of rail- 
way, with their Western connections, can 
largely control the business of gathering in 
the products from the local markets of the 
West and make combinations for their de- 
livery at the Atlantic ports of this country, 
or even at those of Europe. They will have 
the carrying and distribution of the higher 
classes of freight, and can depend 
upon a constant volume of local business 
which can be made profitable almost to any 
degree that may be called for to meet the 
exigencies of competition for through traffic. 
There is an immense capital embarked in 
them, and enormous interests are: associated 
with them. Furthermore, transportation is 
but one element in the processes of com- 
merce. The concentration of capital and 
energy in great cities, facilities for 
banking and commercial exchange, have 
a great influence on the -course of 
trade. All the contending forces enlisted 
in the struggle for the profits of interchang- 
ing the products of industry will have a 
determining effect upon the rates of trans- 
portation and the routes it will take. The 
Mississippi River and the other water lines 
will have their share in the business of the 
future, but none of them will be likely to 
gain an overwhelming advantage in compe- 
tition with the vast and growing power of 
railroads, which need only to be placed 
under a wise supervision to be in the future, 
as they have largely been for a generation 
past, a beneficent force in the development 
and prosperity of the country. 


THH UTAH CONTEST. 

There is more trouble over the seat in the 
House of Representatives of the Delegate 
from Utah. At the late election in that 
Territory, Cannon, a Mormon and a digni- 
tary of the Church of Latter ‘Day Saints, 
defeated CAMPBELL, the anti-Mormon can- 
didate. It was then set up that CANNON 
was an unnaturalized alien, and, therefore, 
not eligible as a member of Congress. 
Accepting this view of the case, Gov. 
Murray refused to give a certificate 
of election to CANNoN, and he did issue 
it to CAMPBELL. Next, CAMPBELL brought 
suit in one of the Territorial courts for the 
annulment of acertain certificate of natural- 
ization held by CANNON, alleging fraud in 
its procurement. The decision of the court 
was that the certificate was null and void, 
that it had been fraudulently procured, and 
that no action for its annulment could lie. 
The court refused to annul the certificate 
because it was shown to be spurious, and 
therefore of no value. 


Having secured the Governor’s certificate 
of election and a decision of the court that 
CANNON’s naturalization is fraudulent and 
void, we might suppose that Mr. CaMPpBELL 
would consider himself safe. But he seems 
to have been panic-stricken by a report that 
the Clerk of the House would put Can- 
NON’s name on the list of members- 
elect when he shall prepare to call the 
House to order next December. The 
law provides that, before the meeting 
of a new Congress, the Clerk of the next 
preceding House of Representatives shall 
make up a roll of the Representatives-elect, 
‘‘and place thereon the names of all persons 
claiming seats as Representatives-elect from 
States which were represented in the 
next preceding Congress, and of such 
persons only, and whose credentials shall 
show that they were regularly elected 
in accordance with the laws _ of 
their States, respectively, or the laws of 
the United States.’? Somebody seems to 
have been struck by the idea that the Clerk 
of the last House, Mr. ApAms, would put 
Mr. CANNON’sS name on the roll of the new 
House, because he (CANNON) was a member 
of the last House. The counsel for CAamp- 
BELL have, accordingly, posted to Washing- 
ton, in hot haste, to ask that CANNON’s 
name shall not go upon the roll, and that 
CAMPBELUL’s shall. 

A fine point might be made here by citing 
the language of the statute, which refers 
only to ‘* States’? and never to Territories. 
But this quibble may be waived, since our 
anti-Mormon friends in Utah evidently con- 
sider that the wiping out of what the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal picturesquely calls 
‘‘the blot upon the setting sun’’ depends 
on the unquestioned admission of 
Mr. <A. G. CAMPBELL to 4a seat 
in the House of Representatives. The ques- 
tion is, Shall Mr. CAMPBELL, who was not 
elected to the next House, or Mr. CANNON, 
who was a member of the last House, be 
placed upon the roll by Clerk Apams? Mr. 
CAMPBELL, it is true, has the Governor’s 
certificate, but, while that is prima facie evi- 
dence, and entitled to consideration in a 
contest, it would not weigh for an instant 
with any Committee of Elections, for in- 
stance, when inquiry should be made into 
the equities of the case. We take it that 
Mr. CaAMPBELL’s claim to a seat is based on 
the same absurd statement of the case that 
was made by Gov. Murray. This was to 
the effect that Canvon being ineligible, the 
votes cast for him were as if they were null, 
and that the only votes to be counted were 
those cast for CAMPBELL, whose eligibility 
was unquestioned, but who did, in point of 
fact, receive fewer votes than CANNON. 

What reason can be urged for placing 
CAMPBELL’S name upon the roll of the next 
House does not appear. The statute says 
that the names of persons who were mem- 
bers of the next preceding Congress, ‘‘and 
of such persons only,’’ shall appear on the 
roll. CAMPBELL was not a member of 
the last House, and there is neither law 
nor reason in the demand that he 
shall figure on the roll of the next 


House, by consent of the Clerk of the last 
House of Representatives. Nor is there any 
valid reason why CANNON’s name should be 
placed upon the roll to be made up by the 
Clerk. To be sure, he was a member of the 
last Congress, but the statute further pro- 
vides that such persons must present cre- 
dentials which ‘* show that they were regu- 
larly elected,” &c. Cannon has no 
such credentials, and the Clerk cannot 
place his name on the rolls, except 
in violation of the law. CAMPBELL has 
the credentials, and CANNON was a member 
of the last House. The case, it appears, 
must, therefore, go over for examination by 
the Committee of Elections. The question 
of CANNoN’s citizenship does not enter into 
the present discussion. That is a matter 
for the committee. And the committee 
must also decide whether CANNON’s in- 
eligibility, if that be established, elected a 
man who polled the smallest number of 
votes in the contest for Delegate. No law 
can put CAMPBELL’s name on the roll be- 
fore Congress assembles, and none can put 
CANNON’S there unless he can produce the 
certificate which Campsetn holds in his: 
possession.

FROM RATIONALISM 70 ROME. 


The Rev. Mr. Froraixcuam has lately 
made an announcement of a change in his 
religious views which has attracted a great 
deal of attention. It has been warmly wel- 
comed by certain religious journals, who 
fancy that the late heresiarch is about to re- 
turn to a belief in Christianity, and it has 
been viewed with some alarm by the Free- 
Religionists, who have hitherto been proud 
of his boldness and eloquence. Mr. ADLER, 
the prophet of the Society for Ethical Cul- 
ture, expressed the opinion, last Sunday, 
that Mr. Frorarnenam’s changed views are 
the result of physical weakness—it being, 
apparently, an ‘‘ethical’’ theory that a be- 
lief in Christianity isa symptom of soften- 
ing of the brain. It is not, perhaps, a mat- 
ter of supreme importance what Mr. Frorn- 
INGHAM may believe or disbelieve; but, 
regarding him as a type of a certain phase 
of religious restlessness, his course has been, 
and promises still to be, a matter of no little 
interest. 


As to the courage and ability of Mr. 
FROTHINGHAM during his twenty years of 
preaching there is no difference of opinion. 
Educated to disbelieve in the existence of 
any infallibility either in Church or Pope, 
he came in time to disbelieve in the infalli- 
bility of the Book upon which Protestantism 
rests. There remained to him no higher au- 
thority in religion than himself. In his 
search for dogmatic certainties he relied 
upon his own infallibility. Of course, he 
he did not assert, even to himself, that his 
own dicta were infallible, but he tacitly as- 
sumed the infallibility of his perceptions of 
truth and falsehood. He accepted only 
those doctrines, whether old or new, which 
he perceived to be true, and he followed 
with unflinching courage wherever his logic 
led him. It led him far. His progress 
toward complete disbelief of the supernat- 
ural was steady and rapid; so much so, that 
it became proverbial that the religion taught 
by Mr. FrotHinawam was issued by him in 
serial form, with new and startling 
weekly chapters. When he finally 
withdrew from the pulpit it would 
have been difficult to point out in what 
essential respect his skepticism differed from 
that of Mr. ‘‘Bos’’ Inaersotyu. Yet it 
would have been a great injustice to com- 
pare the earnest preacher with the clever 
lecturer. Mr. FROTHINGHAM was _ natur- 
ally a reverent man, and took no delight 
in beating down the defenses of Christian- 
ity for the sake of the noise and dust of the 
exploit. No man can read his sermons with- 
out comprehending that he was earnestly 
searching for the truth—wishing to believe, 
but forced by the logic of his premises to 
disbelieve. Mr. ADLER says of him that he 
was naturally ‘‘conservative,’? which 
true, if by conservative he means religious. 
He never regarded blasphemy as an elegant 
recreation, or thought it an evidence of cul- 
ture to sneer at the Almighty.

Having virtually arrived at the point where 
there was nothing left to deny, Mr. Frotu- 
INGHAM withdrew from the pulpit, for as he 
had nothing to establish for the creeds which 
he had denounced, his mission as a preach- 
er was clearly ended. It now appears that 
after doubting everything else he has finally 
come to doubt his own infallibility. He 
admits that after all there may be some- 
thing in the creeds; he perceives in 
the lives of certain  self-sacrificing Ro- 
man Catholic priests apparent evidences 
of a supernatural power, and he is 
inclined to think that ‘ unbridled 
free thought leads only to a dreary nega- 
tion, called materialism.’? The old confi- 
dence in his own infallible perceptions of 
dogmatic truth has evidently deserted him. 
Perhaps, as Mr. ADLER seems to imply, this 
change in his mental attitude is due to the 
loneliness which that eminent ethical teacher 
tells us is the fate of a religious radical. 
Surely there is no greater loneliness than 
that which shadows the thoughtful man who 
finds himself without Gopand without hope. 
It is not the loncliness of which Mr. ADLER 
speaks, but it is something with which a 
man of Mr. FrorarseHam’s temperament 
and experience must be sadly familiar. 


It is significant that Mr. FroraincHam, 
now that his belief in his personal infalli- 
bility is shaken, has had his attention at- 
tracted by the earnest faith that he finds 
among the Roman Catholic priests. That 
the man who in reliance on his own infalli- 
bility has searched for religious certainties 
and found none should envy the Roman 
priest with his infallible Pope is quite nat- 
ural. Were Mr. Frornrneuam to look for 
it he would find as earnest convictions 
among many Protestant ministers as he has 
found among the Roman Catholic elergy, but 
no form of Protestantism will fully satisfy 
the man who has once pushed the principle of 
personal infallibility to its extreme. Sick of 
uncertainties he becomes insatiable of belief. 
The very vastness of the demands which 
Rome makes upon his credulity has a fasci- 
nation for him. From the extreme of per- 
sonal infallibility he recoils to the other 
extreme of Papal infallibility. Should Mr. 
FROYTHINGHAM, after discarding first the infal- 
libility of the Bible and then the infallibility 
of his own judgment, accept—not the Cath- 
olic doctrine of the infallibility of the 
Church—but the Roman theory of the infal- 
libilitv of a hierarchv embodied in a single 
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priest, he will only have followed in the 
path worn by the feet of those who, once 
Popes in their own estimation, have laid 
their crowns of personal infallibility at the 
feet of the Pope of Rome. 


In the Guiteau case it has been left to 
the defense to prove him insane, Strange as it 
may seem, although the question of the burden 
of proof when the defense is insanity must have 
arisen several times every year for a century 
or two, there is no uniform, settled rule, Courts 
differ, Messrs. CornKuri and Scovitie might have 
occupied a day apiece in reviewing decisions which 
say that he is presumed to have been sane; if he 
Was not so, that is matter of defense for his friends 
to establish; or, on the other hand, that unless he 
was sane he was not capable of guilt, and there- 
fore, until the prosecution have proved his sanity 
they have not proved his guilt. Mr. Epwanrp B. 
Hitt, who has, lately, in an article in the American 
Law Review, summed up the leading cases, says 
that in New-Jersey, Massachusetts, Maine, Virginia, 
California, Louisiana, Minnesota, Georgia, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, Ohio, Missouri, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and Texas, and inthe Federal courts in 
the First Circuit, a prisoner claiming insanity is re- 
quired to make proof of it as an affirmative 
defense. How strong proof is needful is a ques- 
tion on which the courts differ, and on which we 
need not enter. In either of these States, the Gov- 
ernment would be required to prove only that 
GARFIELD died by GuiTEav’s bullet, and the jury 
would be expected to say “Guilty,” unless some 
fair showing were made on Gurreav’s part that he 
was insane. In New-Hampshire, Nebraska, Ten- 
nessee, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan, New-York, and North Carolina, the burden is 
cast on the prosecution, and a reasonable doubt of 
defendant’s sanity entitles him (so Mr. Hrut says) 
to an acquittal. In other words, unless the circum- 
stances of the killing evince a sound mind, the 
State’s attorney must satisfy the jury by other 
appropriate proof, not only that Gurreav killed 
GARFIELD, but also that GuITEAU Was a sane man 
on July 2, and responsible to the law for his acts. 
When authorities are so nearly balanced one natu- 
rally inquires for the reasen of the matter. It is 
obvious that a rule requiring the State to make 
formal proof of sanity would be in practice ex- 
tremely burdensome, and contrary to actual proba- 
bility. There is no reason for distinguishing mur- 
der from other crimes in this respect; if the prose- 
cution must show Gurreau sane before he can be 
hanged, every thief, embezzler, ravisher, burglar, 
incendiary, or offender of whatever grade, must be 
shown to have been sane when he broke the law 
before he can be sent to prison. Insanity is much 
more within the knowledge of a prisoner’s friends 
than to prove his sanity can be within the power of 
the State. Not one criminal in a hundred is insane, 
hence strong probability recommends treating the 
matter as an affirmative defense. Many persons 


think that Gurreau’s turbulent manner in the ' 


court-room is partly assumed, or fostered in hope 
that it will corroborate doubts of his sanity. Upon 
the country at large it is not having that effect; it 
is rather thought to indicate extraordinary capacity 
for willful, obstinate, violent, brutal, lawless pur- 
poses and acts. 
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The Police did a very proper thing in order- 
ing the cessation of the pool-selling which was 
being carried on in Tammany Hall on the result of 
the billiard contests. It does not speak we!l for the 
management of these competitions that it should 
tacitly permit the pool men to take up their quar- 
ters inthe same building with the experts, more 
particularly as it was publicly armnounced that the 
contests were projected with the design, pure and 
simple and unusual, of elevating the tone of the 
pastime and giving an impetus and encouragement 
to an artistic game. It is notorious that every 
sport that has come within the poisonous reach of 
its corrupting influence has been degraded by 
pool-selling manipulation. Rowing and marks- 
manship, pedestrianism, and horse-racing— 
every form of what might otherwise be 
delightful sports and means of recreation— 
have in turn shared this lamentable fate, and even 
billiards—than which there is rao more entertaining 
sport extant ia its peculiar adaptability for recrea- 
tion—has not escaped. Indeed, it was one of the 
first to fall within the capacious and ruinous maw 
of the pool-box, and it was, therefore, something in 
the nature of grateful anticipation with which the 
public hailed a project that professedly was to lift 
billiards up to a high and honorable standard and 
clear it of degrading and debasing associations and 
influences. When, however, the pool-sellers, in de- 
fiance of the law, marched in and set uptheir books 
within earshot of the players and the spectators, 
it became painfully obvious that the commendable 
purpose announced by the management was not be- 
ing carried out. Recent legal proceedings brought 
in the interest of the gambling fraternity have 
brought forward the claim, first, that the present 
law against the traffic in pool-selling is worthless 
and in violation of the Constitution, and, secondly, 
that “book-making’—an ingenious substitute im- 
ported from Eagland—cannot rightly be interfered 
with by any law. The plea seems to be that it ts 
not betting at allin the proper sense of the term, 
whereas it is notorious that it is practically the 
same thing as, and often only a “blind” to conceal, 
the pool-selling, for the suppression of which the 
present law was passed. There certainly is no dif- 
ference whatever in its pernicious power to ruin 
foolish youth whe fancy the risk of losing all 
they have in the effort to gain money with dishonest 
ease. It is this latter question—as to whether 
**book-making” is betting—which may possibly be 
determined when Judge DonouveE hears the result 
of the reference case which awaits a hearing, hay- 
ing meantime a sort of injunctién attachment 
preventing the aggressive action of the Police. 
With Judge GrLDERSLEEVE, Oa the other hand, rests 
the other pool-selling cases which will determiue, if 
they are ever tried at all, whether ordinary pool- 
selling is against the law and ean be stopped. 
What is demanded by public sentiment now is the 
prompf determination of these problems one way 
or the other.

Lord O’HAGAN, who has just retired from 
the Lord Chancellorship of ireland, is a man 
whose career illustrates the nursery tradition of 
being born with a silver spoon in one’s mouth. A 
Roman Catholic barrister, of ancient Celtic race, 
entirely unconneeted with modern Irish governing 
families, he has obtained honors without a parallel 
in the history of Irish lawyers. Mr. GLADSTONE 
marked his services in e¢onnection with the first 
Land act by raisiag him to the Chancellorship as the 
first Roman Catholic who had ever held that office, 
a special act being passed to enable him to take it, 
and he was subsequently created a peer of the 
United Kingdom, whereas other Irish Chancellors 
since the union have not even been made peers of 
Treland, and we believe that with the single excep- 
of Lord Ctare—rewarded for union services—no 
other Irish Chancellor has ever received an English 
peerage. But, as though this were not enough, he 
now receives an honor never yet vouehsafed to an 
Trish Chancellor—the riband of St. Patrick, which 
is to an Irish noble what the garter, never given to 
a Chancellor, istoan English ene. Lord O’Hacan 
is a genial, gentle-tempered man, whom every 
one likes. By his first wife he had no surviving son, 
but marrying afew years ago a daughter of the 
great Lancashire family of TowNLey, his rare good 
fortune culminated in an heirto his honors. He 
now retires, a comparatively young man, with a 
pension equal to the salary of one of our Supreme 
Court Judges. His successor in the Chancellership

onretirement. There are few people in the world 
more comfortably situated than the Irish Judges— 
a dignified position, lignt work, handsome salaries, 
substantial pensions.

It is now nearly two years since the Legis- 
lature enacted a law designed to prevent accidents 
to children, prohibiting a child from riding 
on the platform or steps of steam cars, or upon 
stages, cars, or other vehicles drawn by horses. 
This statute imposes a small fine upon any parent 
or guardian who permits a child to ride otherwise 
than as a paying passenger, and also authorizes 
the Police to arrest any child found violating the 
law, and empowers Police magistrates to impose a 
fine upon said ehild upon conviction. Although 
the design of this measure was ar excellent and 

commendable one, it has failed of its purpose and 
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beeome practically inoperative, as is evideat from 
daily experience since its enactment. That in 
tolerable and pernicions vuisance. the “bob 
tail” car, is everywhere taken advantage of 
by children to steal rides, and on the 
steam cars free riding is even a greate; 
evil, and inflicts injury upon adults wh. 
are not, and do not desire to be, parties to the 
dangerous custom, Constant complaint has re 
cently been made by the respectable residents 
along Eleventh-avenue, between Forty-second and 
Fifvieth streets, and other localities, of the acct- 
dents and the violence and thefts experienced by 
them by reason of the violations of the law per: 
mitted on the trains of the New-York Central and 
Hudson River Rallroad run through this district, 
Children are maimed and killed by reason of the 
lack of proper guard railings along the side of tha 
tracks, and windows are broken and property 
stolen by the juvenile delinquents who steal rides 
on the trains, and who throw missiles at the 
houses and the people living in them, and snatck 
more or less valuable articles and make their es- 
cape therewith by springing on the cars. The ex: 
cuse of the Police for the continuance of this nul 
sance is that they can stop neither the riding on 
the horse cars nor the depredations of those wha 
steal rides on the trains. They say that it is uselesa 
to arrest the rascally juveniles, because they ara 
always discharged by Police magistrates when 
brought to court. In a measure this is unques- 
tionably true, and it is a fact that there 
is a vast deal of misplaced sympathy on 
the part of Police Justices with the chil- 
dren who say they steal illegal rides ‘‘oniy 
for fun.” The majority of these urchins are of the 
kind that are properly classed as nearly incorrigi- 
bie juvenile delinquents. They are perpetually 
found in some sort of malicious mischief, and if 
would be the means of teaching them a needed 
lesson to fine them the $5 imposed by the law, o1 
send them to the City Prison for five days ia de 
fault of payment.

AMUSEMENTS. 
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THE ITALIAN OPERA. 


Mr. Mapleson gave ‘‘Lucia” last night, ai 
the Academy of Music, forthe first time this sea 
son. The attraction of the cast, with Mile. Vachot 
Signor Campanini, and Signor Galassi, was enough, 
to bring outalarge audience. In some essential 
respects, however, the performance was disap- 
Pointing. Mlle. Vachot was a most charming and 
graceful Lucia, but her singing was uneven, and, 
though very good in general, was at times positively 
bad. The youxg lady has the good fortune to pos 
sess a pleasing stage presence, and sne invests 
her personations with a native refinemert that it 
would be difficult to counterfeit. Considered from 
a musical point of view she cannot be said to have 
made a particular success last night, and yet the 
impression she left was that of an earnest and 
careful singer, who wou the sympathies of her au- 
dience, and if she did not command admiration as ~ 
a vocalist, gave evidence of ability of a high 
order. Mile. Vachot would do well not to. at- 
tempt to force her voice and use the distressing 
vibrato of a certain school. Her first scene was 
well-nigh ruined by this false method. This fatal 
defect was less noticeable afterward, though occa- 
sionally evident, and suggested the idea that she 
was tired. The audience was naturally surprised 
not to hear the usual cavatina in the third scene of 
the first act, fellowing the harp solo, which, by the 
way, was beautifully performed by Mme. Sac- 
coni. Mille. Vachot, in place of the customary 
aria, sang a cavatina composed by Doni- 
zetti for Mme. Persiani, whieh is a favor- 
ite interpolation by artists on the European 
stage, but is not familiar to our audiences. It was 
in the concerted music that Mile. Vachot failed to 
make an effect, her voice not being of sufficient 
volume or quality to stand the test demanded by the 
sexet, and though, as usual, there was an encore, 
it was not deserved, for it was imperfectly deliv- 
ered. In tbe mad scene Mile. Vachot did well oc- 
casionally, but this final effort suggested the idea 
of too hard work, aad as it is always painful to 
witness astraggle, the audience was cold. In a 
word it may be said that Mile. Vachot suggests 
in her performance of Lucia that she is a charming 
young singer of artistic instincts, but of not suffi- 
cient vocal or dramatic power for the stage of the 
Academy of Music. In other respects the repre: 
sentation was admirable. The chorus and orches. 
tra are perfectly at home, and, under Signor Ar 
diti, gave a spirited performance which left na 
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room for criticism, Signor Galassi was never more 
Impressive than in his Aston, and the minor 
parts were given smoothly. Signor Campanini’s 
Edgardo was the great performance of the even- 
Ing, and was so recognized. Le was in good voice 
and played with his aceustomed spirit. In the sex- 
tet he acted with the intense dramatic force that 
carries an audience. and after that no one showed 
f disposition to leave the house till the curtain fell 
at the close of his final scene, after the two arias 
that are familiar to all lovers of Italian opera. 
Signor Campanini was recalled and much ap- 
plauded.

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BEAR-HUNTING IN THE CATSKILLS. 
Ae Ce, 
HE ANIMALS UNUSUALLY PLENTY—A HUNT- 
ER’S CONTEST.WITH FIVE BEARS. 

Kineston, N. Y., Nov. 21.—Many bears 
have been captured recently in the Southern Cats- 
kills, and this portion of the mountains seems to be 
full of them this Fall. They seem to be unusually 
bold. A few days ago a fine large black bear was 
found in the hog-pen of Jacob Lomis, living near 
Turnwood, a little village in the wild town of 
Hardenberg, Ulster County. He proved to bean 
ugly customer, too, and there wasalively fight 
befere he was caught. Washington Gosso, a mem- 
ber of the noted Gosso bear-hunting family, sue- 
ceeded in capturing four fine bears a few days ago, 
nearly at one time, not far from his home in Shan- 
flaken. He sold the pelts at a goed round priee, 
and the meat he distributed among his neighbors. 


Four bears are usually counted a fair season's 
work for one hunter, as the skins are valuable and 
the carcase finds a ready market. 

The most desperate encounter with Bruin that 
has occurred iu this region for many a 
year took place in the Shandaken Mountains 
on Monday of last week. Washington Jax, of 
Shandaken, aiter a long, weary tramp. made the 
more disheartening by the lack of any appearance 
of game, was about to retrace his steps home- 
ward. He suddenly heard a crushing of twigs ana 
underbrush. He was now far away from any 
fettiement. Peering through the forest he soon 
paw a half-grown black bear, which in a few 
moments more was joined by three others— 
fine, shaggy cubs. They had all emerged from a 
dense thicket into apartial bit of clearing on 
another border of which the hunter was concealed. 
Although a long distance away, he leveled his gun 
and fired. One of the cubs teil dead. A moment 
after, with the other chamber of his gun, he 
brought down another bear. Hethen attempted to 
reload his piece, but the other enraged animals 
having by this time discovered his hiding-piage, 
now pounced upon the hunter. The struggle that 
ensued is described by the hunter as most terrific 
indeed. One of the animals tried to chew up 
the hunter’s left shoulder, mangling it 
badly; but while this was going on, he 
managed to plant his bowie in a _ vital 
spot in the other’s breast. The blood spurted 
over him, but the animal sank at his feet. ‘The re- 
maining bear, however, gave him a hard tussle, 
but he finally conquered him also. He then says 
be Was nearer dead than alive, but managed after 
awhile to reload his gun and bandage his throat as 
best he could, He then started toward home, but 
had not proceeded far when, with a deafening 
roar, the enraged mother sprang across his path, 
but he was now enabled to bring the infuriated 
beast to the ground by a heavy charge of buck- 
phot. He finished the work of death with the 
other barrel of his gun, and then returned home 
in triumph for aid in bringing his game to the set- 
tlement.

THE YOUNG EXPERTS WIN 


DEFEATING THEIR FORMER SUPE- 
RIORS AT BILLIARDS. 
CHAMPION SLOSSON BEATEN A THIRD TIME— 
YOUNG WALLACE VANQUI8HES DALY— 
RESULTS WHICH HAVE CEASED TO SUR- 

PRISE. 

The field of battle in the competition for the 
diamond emblem of the billiard championship was 
yesterday changed from Tammany Hall to Cooper 
Institute. The new series of games opened witha 
very dull and long game between Morris and Car- 
ter and an equally tedious contest between 
young Heiser and Joseph Dion. In the even- 
ing George Slosson met a_ third defeat, 
being beaten by Morris, and Daly was van- 
quished, for the first time, by Thomas Wallace. 
Alonzo Morris opened the afternoon exhibition 
with a miss in a game with Eugene Carter. The 
struggle lasted through 70 innings, and there was 
very little to relieve its tediousness, Morris, who 
placed to his credit runs of 17,11, 15, 15, and 
12, won in two hours and five minutes, with an ay- 
erage of 26-7. Carter's average was 2 29-69, and his 
double-figure runs were 16, 10, and 15. His total score 
was 167 to Morris’s 200. The succeeding 
game between J. R. Heiser and Joseph Dion was 
even weaker in its opening stages than its prede- 
cessor. Heiser scored three zeros in succession, 
Dion making but 2, and two single caroms. The 


first play which rose above the level of mediocre in 
scoring Was made by Dion, who rolled up 15 in 
his eighth inning. Afterward, at wide intervals, he 
made 14 and 12, Heiser scoring but double figures 
once in 45 innings, the single exception being a run 
of 10 made in the twenty-first inning. Dion made 
one more double-figure run of 1lin the fifty-third 
inning, and at last, after two bours and six min- 
utes of playing, won the game in the fitty-seventh 
inning. his score being 200 to Heiser’s 109, Dion’s 
average was 3 39-57, and Heiser’s 1 42-57. 

Morris appeared ayain in the evening as the ad- 
versary of George Slosson, who is still out of trim, 
and suffering from dyspepsia. Morris won the lead, 
and started off with a run of 6 to which Slosson re- 
sponded witha zero. He made another zero and 
then gathered in 8 by slow and somewhat list- 
less play, his hands being numbed with 
cold, and his whole demeanor in marked 
contrast with his usual dash and_ liveliness. 
Morris played very steadily for several innings 
calculating shots with the utmost caution and exe- 
cuting them with similar care. Morris made 11 
earoms in his eleventh inning, and Slosson ran into 
double figures with 12 and 14, reaching 50 first in 
his twelfth inning. the scores standing 53 to 47 in his 
favor. After this, however, Morris began to creep up 
slowly, gained the lead, and in spite of a pretty 
series of 13 caroms by Slosson inthe twenty-ninth 
inning he reached 100 first, scoring exactly that 
number as a total in the thirtieth inning through 
the aid ofarunof12. At this time Slosson’s score 
was 85, and the next three innings of play failed 
to inerease it any. Before he again made 
acarom, Morris had added 12 to his credit, still 
further widening the increasing gap between the 
scores, and before he passed into his second hun- 
dred Morris had run his score upto 168. This 
total was secured by an inning of dexterous dis- 
play of rail and open-table caroms made 
siowly, and with great care he made a 
series of 37 shots—two of them _ remarkable 
“seratches’’—thus surpassing Schaefer’s Boston 
record. This run was made in his thirty-eighth 
inning, and directly afterward Slosson reached his 
second string of buttons with a neat run of 15. 
After the caroms had been credited to him 
the scores stood: Morris, 168; Slosson, 112. 
‘he champion continued to play weakly 
again, while Mortis, by small but steady 
counting. kept creeping further and _ further 
ahead. Slosson made 11, and then Morris closed 
the game in the forty-sixth inning with a run of 13, 
beating the champien 66 points. This result was 
hardly a surprise. as Slosson’s condition is so poor 
as to have caused even him to have practically 
abandoned the hope of making a fine record in the 
competitions.

In the last game of the evening between Maurice 
Daly and Thomas Wallace, the first play which 
elicited applause wasarunof 13 made by the for- 
mer expert in his fourth inning. Wallace, how- 
ever, played at the outset with brilliant steadiness, 
forcing his older and more experienced opponent 
to hard work to prevent him from being left be- 
hind. He sent the game spinning along at a lively 
rate, winning abundant applause by his rapid and 
showy cue-strokes, displaying skillful execution 
well calculated to justify the enthusiasm of the 
spectators. It became evident that this ‘steady 
play on the boy's part “teased” Daly a good deal, 
aud the latter showed considerable anxiety at this 
stage of the struggle. There were intervals in 
which Wallace played poorly, but during these 
periods Daly seemed unable to reap any ad- 
vantage, and Wallace always recovered be- 
fore Daly eould do anything toward cutting 
down the big lead the boy had gained. 
The latter turned into his second hundred with a 
rapid run of 13 in his twenty-fifth inning, his score 
being 101 to Daly’s 56. Daly now began to grow 
perceptibly unnerved by his meagre scoring, and 
the tact that his vouthful adversary continued to 
rush on hke a young race-horse, constantly widen- 
ing the gap in the scores, did not tend to in- 
spire the ill-fated expert with courage or 
confidence. Defeat—the first he encountered 
in the competitions—began to stare Daly in the 
face, and matters approached a desperate crisis in- 
deed. Just at this point Wallace began to relax 
his finefefforts, and gave Daly abundant opportunity 
to retrieve himself, but ill-fortune seemed to cling 
to him, and when, after a slow and tedious 
march, he reached 104 in his forty-fifth in- 
ning, Wallace had made a total of 155.

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OBITUARY. 
——-->- 
ROBERT SHELTON MACKENZIE. 

Robert Shelton Mackenzie, D. C. L., the 
well-known author and journalist, dled last even- 
ing in Philadelphia, at the age of 72 years. He was 
born at Drew's Court, County Limerick, Ireland, 
June 22, 1809, and when 13 years old was 
apprenticed to a surgeon-apothecary in Cork. Af- 
ter passing his medical education he opened a 
school at Fermoy, where he had been a pupil 
in his early boyhood. At the age ef 
20 he moved to England and assumed 
the editorship of a country journal published 
in Stafferdshire. In 1845 he was in London at the 


head of a railway journal. Six years later he came 
to America and made a venture in New-York 
journalism, accepting in 1857 the position of litera- 
ry and foreign editor upon the _ Philadel- 
ie Press. He did much _ miseellaneous 
iterary work. ‘The Georgian Era,” a coliection 
of biographies, four volumes. published in Londen 
in 1832-34, was largely his work, and among the 
first of his ambitious efforts. The * Lays of Vales- 
tine” had been published in 1829, ‘* Titian,” an art 
novel, appeared in 1843; Shiel’s ‘‘Sketches of the 
Irish Bar’’ he published in 1854, with an edition of 
the * Noctes Ambiosianz” in five volumes, having 
in the meantime put out a number of minor works. 
* Bits of Blarney” appeared in 1855, and in the 
game year he published an edition of ‘Cur- 
ran’s Life by His Son.” and turned out 
the first of the five volumes of Dr. William Maginn’s 
Writings. ‘*Tressilian and His Friends” was pre- 
ecnted four years later, with an edition of the 
“Memoirs of Robert Houdin.” In 1870 he brought 
out his “ Life of Charles Dickens,’ preceding by one 
year “Sir Walter Scott; the Story of His Life.’’ Dr. 
Mackenzie during the closing years of his life con- 
tinued to write voluminously, contributing exten- 
sively to the periodicals of the day. He seemed 
particularly pleased witb subjects touching upon 
unique phases of history and literature. 


ALEXANDER RANDALL 

The Hon. Alexander Randall, one of the 
most respected citizens of Annapolis, Md., died 
Sunday morning. He was born in that city in 1803, 
received his education at St. John’s College, and 
then began the practice of the law, which he kept up 
for over 50 years. For 25 years his nephew, Judge 
Alexander B. Hagner, was associated with‘him. In 
1833 Mr. Randall was appointed Auditor of the 
Court of Chanecry by Chancellor Bland, and held 
that office until 1840, when he resigned. In 1841 he 
was elected to the T'wenty-seventh Congress by 
the Whigs. In 1851 he was elected a men@er of the 
Constitutional Convention of the State of Maryland. 
Mr. Randall represented Anne Arundel County in 
the State Convention which nominated Gen. 
Taylor for President, and presided over that body. 
In 1864 the Union party elected him Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State of Maryland under the Constitu- 
tion of that year, which office he continued to hold 
until it was vacated by the Constitution of 1867. 
Mr. Randall was an active and unwavering Union 
man in politicsthrough the civil war and the re- 
construction period, and was a delegate to the 
National Reputlicaa Convention that met at 
Philadelphia in 1872 and nominated Gen. Grant for 
President. In 1877 he was elected President of the 
Farmers’ National Bank of Annapolis, succeeding 
the Hon. George Wells, recentiy deceased, and 
held that position up to the time of his death. In 
early life he took an active part in the temperance 
reform, and was for many years President of the 


State Temperance society. Mr. Randall first 
married Catbarine. third daughter of William Wirt, 


who died in 1853, leaving him several children. In 
1856 he married his present wife, Elizabeth, only 
daughter of the Rev. John G. Blanchard, by whom 
he also has a family.

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION UP TOWN. 
—$$< 
INJURY TO PERSONS AND PROPERTY BY A 


CARTRIDGE OF GIANT POWDER. 
Michael Monahan, of No. 515 East Seventy- 


fourth-street, a professional biaster, is responsible | 


for the explosion, at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoc 
in East Seventy-third-street, near Second-avenui, 
of seven one-pound giant powder blasting car- 
tridges. The force of the explosion was terrific, 
and the accident is chiefly remarkable for the 
slight damage it caused to property in the neigh- 
borhood, the aggregate loss being less than $2,000, 
and the escape of hundreds of persons in peril, enly 
eight receiving slight injuries. Monahan was em 
ployed by Patrick Farley, of No. 164 East Sixty- 
third-street, a contractor, and brother of ex-Alder- 
man Terence Farley. Last year Farley was 
employed by Mr. Charles A. Buddensick to blast on 
the north side of East Seventy-third-street, be- 
ginning 100 feet from Second-avenue, sites for 15 
houses. The rock was 25 feet high, and as the con- 
tract called for an excavation 5 feet below the 
curb, Farley had about 1,350,000 cubic feet 
of rock to remove. Yesterday about’ two- 
fifths of the rock had been removed from 
Mr. Buddensick’s building sites. At noon 25 men, 
employed as drillers, blasters, cartmen, laborers, 
and handlers of the great crane which picks up the 
rock as it is thrown out by the blasting, left work 
to eat their dinner. Monahan, according to the 
story he told after the accident, went into the ex- 
cavation and filled several drill holes with common 
blasting powder and prepared them for firing. He 
kept his store of powder and half a hundred one- 
pound giant powder cartridges near the excavation. 
The cartridges were in a soap-box. The intense cold 
of Sunday night froze the cartridges so that they 
were useless for blasting purposes. Yesterday morn- 
ing Monakan prepared and capped seven eartridges 
aud put them to thaw out around the steam-pipe 
of the boiler which furnished the steam for drilling. 
The usual custom whena giant powder cartridge 
is frozen isto thaw it out in the sun, but there was 
little heat trom this source yesterday, and Mona- 
han, in placing the cartridges over the steam-pipe, 
did what he had often done before. 

About 1 o’clock, the men who had been to dinner 
prepared to resume work. Among them was 
George Henry Kennett, who had charge of the drill, 
son of George Bennett, aged 70, of No. 212 East 
Seventy-third-street, Farley’s engineer. Young 
Bennett was going to the drill in the excavation 
when he saw smoke curling up from one of the 
cartridges laid on the steam-pipe. At the same 
moment Monahan, who had come out of the exca- 
vation, saw the burning cartridge. Both realized 
what was about to occur, and, running away, 
shouted loudly: ‘“*Run! Save yourselves! Quick !” 
All the workmen heard the warning. Some ran, 
others threw themselves flat on the ground, and an 
instant later, when all were comparatively out of 
danger, the cartridges exploded, with a detonation 
that was heard all over the upper part of the City and 
felt from Fifth-avenue to the East River, and from 
Ninetieth to Sixtieth-street. The explosion of the 
cartridges made a sort of crater about 5 feet in 
diameter and 10 imchesdeep in the sidewalk. The 
shed over the boiler was reduced to match-wood, 
and the steam attachment which conveyed power 
to the drill was swept away. Not one of the work- 
men was injured. When the noise of the explosion 
was over cries of distress and alarm, accompanied 
by the crash of falling glass and wood-work, were 
heard in all directions in the immediate neighbor- 
hoed. In a few minutes thousands of persons, 
attracted by the noise of the explosion, swarmed 
around the excavation, and the residents of more 
than 70 houses left their homes in fear, Hast 
Seventy-third-street is built up from Third-avenue 
to nearly the middle of the block in the 
direction of Second-avenue. At the west 
end of the north side are squatters’ shan- 
ties perched on the high rocks, Further 
east is Farley’s exeavation. On the south side 
houses are building and excayations being made. 
In the houses Nos. 1,405 to 1,417 Second-avenuoe 
and Nos. 216 to 256 East Seventy-tourth-street few 
rear windows remained unbroken or uncraeked. 
In the rear rooms, in several instances, locks of 
doors which were shut when thé explosion oc- 
curred were wrenched off, many window: 
casings and shutters were broken and dis- 
placed, and plaster fell from ceilings. In 
the houses Nos. 205 to 251 one or two 
windows were broken in each house, This was 
the case at Nos, 1,392 to 1,420 Second-avenue. In 
East Seventy-third-street, nearly all the windows 
were broken in No. 222. and windows were broken 
in Nos. 220 to 206 and 205 to 209. In Third-avenue, 
between Seventy-third and Seventy-fourth streets, 
on the east side, several rear windows were 
cracked or broken. Probably a dozen windows 
were cracked in houses as remote from the scene 
of the explosion as Fifth-avenue, Seventy-ninth- 
street, Sixty-seventh-street, and First-avenue. In 
all, damage was dove in about 75 houses. As soon 
as Capt. Ganner, of the T'wenty-eighth Precinct, 
heard of the explosion he caused the arrest of 
Monahan and arraigned him at the Yorkville Po- 
lice Court. Justice Murray remanded him for ex- 
amination, and he was locked up in the East Fifty- 
ninth-street station-house. At first he was disposed 
to be reticent, but he afterward told the truth 
about the cartridges, His theory is that a spark 
fromthe furnace ignited the fuse of one of the 
cartridges, 

Eight persons were slightly injured by the ex- 
plosion or after it occurred. Margaret Toner, of No. 
225 East Seventy-fourth-street, received a shock 
that resulted in premature maternity. Mrs. Mc- 
Gorlick, of No. 282 East Seventy-fourth-street, re- 
ceived asevere shock, and'‘her daughter Nellie, aged 
2 years, had her head shghtly cut by broken glass. 
Mrs. J. Schwemler, of No. 232 East Seventy-fourth- 
street, received a sheck. George Bennett, Sr., had 
his head cut while removing débris. George Pfaeff- 
ler. an invalid, of No. 1,407 Second-avenue, had his 
head cut by plaster while he was lying in bed, and 
his wife was thrown down and bruised. Patrick 
McKenzie, a laborer, was thrown down and bruised 
while he was standing in Seventy-third-street, op- 
posite the boiler. Sixty other men who were sek 
ing with him on the epposite sice of the street 
escaped uninjured. Farley notified all household- 
ers who had suffered by the explosion that he 
would pay the damage, and asked those who wer 
injured to send him their doctor bills. These will 
not be heavy. The shock of the explosion caused 
some alarm in Public School No. 70, in East Sey- 
euty-fifth-street, but order was quickly restored.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


A fire occurred last night in the four-story, 
pitch roof, granite building No. 41 to No. 53 Com- 
mercial Wharf, Boston, oceupied by George Russell, 
flour manufacturer, and successor to the Boston 
City Flour Mills Company. The fire started on the 
top floor of No. 47, which was used as a grind- 
ing-room, and burned isto Nos. 46 and 48 
and down into the floor beneath. The ftourth 
floors of the numbers designated were gutted. A 
large quantity of grain stored in the building was 
ruined by water. The fire and engine room in the 
basement was also flooded. The total loss on 
buildings, stock, and machinery will be between 
$25,000 and $35,000. The insurance on the machin- 
ery aggregates $39,988, distributed among 25 large 
insurance companies; on stock, $25,012, in sub- 
stantially the same companies. Fire was caused by 
overheated furnace flues. 


A frame building used as a pretzel bakery 
and stable in the rear of the Seamen's Retreat, at 
Stapleton, Staten Island, was entirely destroyed 
by fire with its contents yesterday, involving a loss 
of $1,500, on which there is no insurance. The 
building was owned and occupied by August 
Krupple. One horse perished in the flames, 


The warehouse of Joseph Burnett & Co., 
flavoring extract manufacturers, in Export-street, 
Boston, caught fire last night from the explosion of 
chemicals. The building, a two-story brick, with 
a pitched roof, was entirely gutted.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
_—_~.————- 

ESCAPING INSTANT DEATH. 
FOCR MEN FALL DOWN THE SHAFT OF A 
BROAD-8TREET BUILDING. 

An accident causing serious injury to four 
bricklayers occurred at about 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the Mills Building, now in process of 
ereetion at Broad-street and Exohange-place. The 
building hasia its centre a sort of court, on the 
tides and rear of which are shafts in which the 
slevator cars are torun. One of these shafts con- 
tains the hydraulic pipe which will furnish the mo- 
tive power for the elevator. This shaft is 
about 10 feet square and extends from 
the basement to the roof. It is built of brick, 
and at the time of the aceident was com- 
pleted to the eighth story. Placed across the 
shaft on each story are three joists, which during 
its construction supported the scaffolds on which 
the bricklayers stood whilé at work. Two-inch 
pine planks are used for these scaffolds, These 
planks, cut of aricht length to fit the interior of 
the elevator shaft, have been moved upward as the 
work of building progressed, and yesterday morn- 
ing found the scaffold at the eighth story. The 
joists on which they were laid were new timbers, 
3 by 6 inches in thickness, and were supposed to be 
of sufficient strength to sustain such weight as 


might be put upon them. They served their pur- 
pose for some time during the morning, and then, 
without warning, one of the joiats suddenly gave 
way, and the planks forming the scaffolding slipped 
from the other two jeists on which they were 
resting, the weight happening at the moment 
to be on the side of the broken joist. 
Then the scaffold and its load, consisting 
of four men and a quantity of bricks and mortar 
fell down the shaft a distance of 40 feet, to the 
fourth floor, and, striking upon a stronger seaffold, 
fay piled there in an indiscriminate mass. The dé- 
bris which covered the unfortunate workmen was 
removed as quickly as possible, and the men, wound- 
ed, and completely covered with dust and mortar 
that was saturated with the blood pouring frem 
their wounds. were lifted as tenderly as possible, and 
ns in one of the large uncompleted rooms. The 
olice were notified, and a special squad from the 
New-street station went to the scene of the acci- 
dent, to render such assistance as lay in their power. 
Two ambulances were summoned from the Cham- 
bers-Street Hospital, and arrived at the building in 
.charge of Drs. Murray and Jersey, and three of 
the four wounded men were conveyed to the hos- 
pital after such immediate assistance as was neces- 
sary had been rendered. Charles H. Cochran, liv- 
ing at No. 111 East Eighty-third-street, and 35 
years of age, who had a severe scalp wound, was 
able to make his way down the ladders, into the 
street, and to a hack, and, with the permission of 
the surgeons, was conveyed to his home. 

The examination of the three men made at the 
hospital decided that their wounds, though serious, 
were hardly likely te prove fatal. Thomas Red- 
man, who was the most seriously injured, had his 
left leg broken, several ribs fractured, and also re- 
ceived a large and aggravated i wound. He is 
married. is40 years of age, and lives at No, 235 
Nassau-street, Brookiyn. He was taken to the 
New-York Hospital. Francis M. Mahon, aged 
81, and living at No. 805 West Forty-sixth- 
street, had both bones of his right leg frac- 
tured and his shoulder dislocated. Michael Cleary, 
40 years of age, residing at No. 306 Seventh-street, 
Jersey City, had a severe contusion of the back and 
a fracture of the shouider-blade. The men were 
comfortable last evening. Singularly enough, none 
of them seemed to have suffered much from 
the shock, excepting Cleary, whose cries of pain 
whenever he was touched and even when he lay 
on the fioor,in the building orin the ambulance 
were pitiful. That the men escaped frem instant 
fleath is due to the fact that their fall was broken 
by the joists scattered through the shaft. The ac- 
cidert occasioned considerable excitement in the 
vicinity and brokers deserted their business, and 
clerks and messengers forgot their tasks and ran 
to the scene, anxious to get a glimpse of the 
wounded. David King, the contractor for the erec- 
tion of the building, and Michael J. Burns, fore- 
man of the bricklayers, were loudly blamed for the 
accident. They disclaim all responsibility, however. 
and say it was due to the faulty grain of the wood 
In the joist, and a consequent weakness that 
could not be guarded against. Vanorden, the car- 
penters’ foreman, said that the men were provided 
with the best of timber for use in the construction 
of scaffolds by the contractor. The accident, he 
believed, was due entirely to the fact that the 
broken joist was of wood with a twisted, and con- 
sequently easily broken, grain. 

At the Chambers-Street Hospital it was stated 
that its doctors had attended nine accidents of a 
serious character which had occurred on_ this 
building. There are now as inmates of the hospi- 
tal four men who have been seriously injured at 
the building, one of whom has a fractured skull, 
two fractured legs—one of them having had to 
submit to an amputation—and the fourth a 
badly broken arm. In addition to these nine se- 
rious cases, a large numberof wounds of a minor 
cae oe such as scalp wounds, cut hands and 

mbs, dc. 
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FIRE IN THE BIJOU OPERA-HOUSE. 
YURTAINS BURNED AND OTHER DAMAGE 
DONE —THE PERFORMANCE NOT DELAYED. 
‘One of the two slidizmg curtains which in 
_ whe Bijou Opera-house, at Broadway and Thirtieth- 
Rireet. take the place of the single drop-curtain 
‘used in most theatres caught fire at 7:20 o’clock 
ast evening. The doors of the house had just 
deen opened, the scene had been set for the first 
act of “‘The Snake:Charmer,” and the actors were 
jn their‘dressing-rooms. The burning curtain was 
quickly pulled down and the flames extinguished, 
but: it \was then discovered that the fire had crept 
rcross the lambrequin at the top of the stage, and 
shat the other curtain was burning. An alarm was 
sounded, which was responded to by three engines 
tnd a hook and laddercompany. A line of hose 
Was carried through the parquet, but it 
was not found necessary to use it, as the 
fremen, with the help of the employes of the 
theatre, pulled down all the burning material, and 
stamped out the fire. Where water was needed 
the theatre’s own hand-extinguishers were used. 
Up in the flies some havoc had been caused by the 
flames, but they were speedily overcome. The two 
curtains destroyed were valued at $175, but other 
darmage was Cone swelling the loss, it was said, to 
about $300. Twenty minutes before the hour ad- 
vertised for beginning the performance (8 o'clock) 
the pretty littie theatre presented a scene of con- 
siderable coufusion and gave an impression that 
more damage had been done than was really the 
rase. The large hose was laid through the centre 
aisle and the actors were preparing to leave, 
expecting a postponement of the performance. 
Police Captain Williams said: ‘* This might have 
deen a terrible fire; they have saved the whole 
biock.”’ At 8:10 o’clock the house was well filled, 
and the “act-drop,”’ whieh was made to do duty 
for both itself and the curtains destroyed, rose on 
the “Snake Charmer” asif nothing had happened, 
most of the audience being in profound ignorance 
of the occurrence of an hour before. The 
neighborhood of the Bijou is composed of 
& number of lightly constructed buildings, 
in which a conflagration, once under way, would 
be difficult to control. A large crowd had been 
gathered at the spot by the rumor that the fire was 
raging in the new Wailack’s Theatre, on the oppo- 
site corner of Thirtieth-street and Broadway, and 
mary were the inquiries as to where the fire was, 
ike ames in the Bijou Opera-house being confined 

io the auditorium and practiecsliy smothered. 

It was stated that the curtain. swayed by the 
wind, came into contact with the torch of the man 
ighting the gas-jets over the stage and in the 
Wings preparatory to the performance, and thus

They have been 
severely punished already by their arrest and 
the publicity given to this matter. I understand 
the complainant does not wish to press the case to 
srial, and considering the long delay, the character 
of the case, and the standing ef the accused, I do 
aot think that any public interest demands a trial. 
If the court shail be of the same opinion I think the 
base may properly be polled.”

AN EXPLOSION OF GASOLINE.

The lad Lucon, 
who is said to be responsible for the aceident, had 
his left hand severely burned. Two young men, 
named George Devere and William Harris, who 
were at work on the third floor, made their escape 
by lowering themselves from the windows bya 
rope. The fire was extinguished in a few minutes, 
and the loss will not exceed $600.

THE GRAND-STREET COLLAPSE. 
CORONER HERRMAN AND A JURY INVESTI- 
GATING THE MATTER. 


The inquest into the causes and responsibility 
for the accident at the corner of Grand-street and 
South Fifth-avenue, on Wednesday, Nov. 9, when 
by the falling of two buildings the loss of 10 lives 
followed, was begun yesterday, in the Coroner’s 
office, before Coroner Herrman and a jury. The 
persons killed outright or who died from injuries 
received by the falling buildings were Francis 
Knaup, John Knaup, Minnie Hill, Frank Hill, Ches- 
ter A. Hill, Minnie C. Saville, Louisa R. Rudolph, 
David Thompson, John McNulty, and Mary Saville. 
Soon after the jurymen, who appeared to bea 
good, intelligent body of men, had taken their 
places, and the Coroner was ready to go on, gen- 
eral attention was directed to the fact that a large 
surface of Iath over the Coroner’s head had been 
uncovered by the recent falling of the plaster 
ceiling, and for a considerable distance around 
the uncovered lath the ceiling was wet and 
looked weak, while occasional showers of sand 
and particles of lime fell upon the Coroner's desk, 
not a little to his annoyance. The Coroner, before 
calling any witnesses, read an address to the jury. 
He called attention to the fact that immediately 
after a great conflagration, collision, or explosion, 
causing loss of life, exertion is made to prevent a 
recurrenée of such ealamities. It was expected 
that those to whom the care of lives is intrusted 
should be on the alert, guarding against accidents, 
and not relying on afterthoughts. Referring to 
the legislation by which the Department of Build- 
ings was transferred to the Fire Department, he 
said that the business of the inspection of build- 


ings was intrusted to persons supposed to be 
competent, amd whose duty it was, if 
they found any buildings unsafe or  un- 
tenantable, to see that the proper repairs 
were made. The building laws were direct, 
positive, and clear, and the men called upon to ex- 
eecute them should use eommon sense and judg- 
ment. Considéring thet the department had au- 
thority to cause all buildings to be maintained in 
safe and proper habitable condition, and that the 
officers performed their duty, it was_ impossible to 
see how an accident of the kind under considera- 
tion could have occurred. If the head of the 
bureau neglected his duty, the fact that he in- 
trusted it to a person who also neglected it, 
furnished no excuse either in good sense or in law. 
The jury were to inquire whether the owner was 
notified that defects existed in the buildings; to 
find out whether the owners were aware of their 
dangerous condition before the Building Depart- 
ment noticed them, and as to whether they used 
the proper precautions to make the buildings safe 
and gave the tenants full assurance of security. 
The Ceroner had also something to say about 
penurieus landlords, whose only object was the 
accumulation of wealth, and reminded the jury of 
the sacredness of human life and the protection to 
which the humblest ereature is entitled before the 
law, and expressed the hope that they would ren- 
der a verdict that would be “ satisfactory alike to 
themselves, the people, and to justice.” 

The first witness examined was John Rudolph, 
who testified that he occupied the second floor of 
No. 55 Grand-street. He described minutely the 
erash of the buildings and his efforts to save his 
wife and children. While he was endeavoring to 
release his wife from the broken timbers and rub- 
bish, he complained that a policeman had hustled 
him away. The witness had rented his apartments 
from Julius Levy. He had never heard that the 
building was unsafe and hud been condemned, 
There was a crack between the outside wall and 
the window casing. The witness had asked Levy 
to come and look at it, and on Nov. 2he did. He 
had asked to have warning if it was necessary for 
him to move, as he did not want to be 
turned out. Levy said the house was not 
in a dangerous condition, and that only a corner of 
the South Fifth-avenue wall needed repairing, and 
that would orly take a few days. The witness af- 
terward asked Levy why it haa not been done 
already, as it was a bad time of the year to do such 
work. Levy replied that he was waiting for a per- 
mit from the Building Department, and that as 
soon as he received that he would go to work. To 
a juror the witness said the fall was without warn- 
ing, and it appeared to him that the corner build- 
ing had fallen over upon them and crushed them 
in. To another juror he said he thought the party 
wall gave way first. On the outside, between the 
two houses, there was acrack. The witness never 
had any fear that the house would fall. 

A Juror—He seems to be an intelligent man, and 
I am surprised that he staid in the house if he 
heard that it was condemned. There are several 
houses in the City condemned to-day, and the in- 
habitants won't go out. 

The Coroner—Then its their own fault it they 
won't. 

Ferdinand Bold, son-in-law of Frances Knaup, 
testified that he lived in No. 53 Grand-street with 
his wife and a child 8 months of age, but was not 
at home when the aceident occurred. His wife, 
child, and sister-in-law were saved, and his mother- 
in-law and brother-in-law were killed. He rented 
the premises he occupied from James O’Brien, and 
had lived there about a year. He did not know 


that the building was unsafe. His wite had 
gone to see O’Brien several times to aseer- 
tain, and O’Brien said he had notified the 


Building Department. She spoke to O’Brien six or 
seven days before the accident happened. The 
witness spoke to him the last time he paid the rent, 
on the Saturday beforethe accident, and told him 
about the craeks in the wall. The witness did not 
feel alarmed. O'Brien said he had sent to the de- 
partment, and that it had given no notiee, and he 
said he would send some one up to bave it fixed, 
and if any damage was done he (O’Brien) would 
pay forit. There was a crack alongside the chim- 
ney one inch wide atthe bottom and smaller at 
ata top. The chimney was between the two buiid- 
ngs. 

To Jurors—The offer to pay damages was for any 
dirt that might be caused by rubbish. There were 
several small cracks in the ceiling, and some slight 
cracks all over the room, onside walls and ceilings. 
I had never seen the cellar walls, 

Charies F. Saville, who lived at No. 55 Grand- 
street, oceupying the third floor and garret, and 
who lost his daughter Minnie, aged 17, and another 
named Mary, 7 years of age. who died in St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital, testified that he was an artificial 
flower maker, employing from 15 to 25 girls, who 
were working up to the time of the accident. He 
had complained at ene time, two years ago, when 
ulterations were made in the adjoining build- 
ing which threw the water into his fac- 
tory. He did not’ think the building 
was in a dangerous condition. Looking up at the 
broken ceiling above his head, the witness re- 
marked, ‘Of my own knowledge, I should say it 
Was not so unsafe as this."’ There was a crack in 
the partition walls, to which the witness directed 
the attention of O’Brien and Lescher, a builder. 
He had told OBrien that the crack annoyed him be- 
cause it disfigured the paper on the wall, and “put 
him out.” He did not think there was any danger. 
The witness also told Levy, and he said he would 
attend to the matter. O’Brien afterward brought 
up Lescher, who was a peculiar sort of man, and 
he said: ‘There is no danger to the people in the 
house, but the front eorner might fall into the 
street and hurt somebody. The most you'll have 
to do will be to move into the back room.” 

To Jurors—Tkat was between one and two 
weeks before the accident. I showed Levy a buige 
in the fromt wall, and he said it was the frame-work 
giving away from the bricks, not the bricks from 
the trame-work, that it would not be necessary to 
take the plaster down. The wituess never heard 
that the house was unsafe. His wife. had been 
given to understand by an Inspector of the Build- 
ing Department that she would have to move into 
the back rooms, but not out of the building. That 
was a week before the fali of the building. 

Mrs. Maria Battista Cerf, who lived in No. 55 
Grand-street, on the second floor, next described 
ber escape from the crashing buildings. She ran 
when the house collapsed, and managed to get out 
of a window into the rear house. She testified that 
she had lived a month in the house. Mrs. Rudolph 
bad showed her the window in her room, and teld 
her sbe had asked the landlord to fix it. The win- 
dow bulged out at the lower corner, and there was 
a hole under it which you could look through. Mrs. 
Rudolph said she had showed this to Levy, the 
landlord. c 

Capt. Charles McDonnell, of the Eighth Precinct, 
testified to the work of the Police at the scene of 
the accident; he had never heard that the building 
was unsafe. Since the accident 12 buildingsin the 
precinet had been condemned, and the occupants 
had been notified, but would not move out. 

At this point the Coroner adjourned the case un- 
til this morning at 11 o'clock. Mr. Charles A. 
Kitchel was present during the inquest as the rep- 
resentative of Mr. Charles K, Hyde, the ex-ln- 
spector of Buildings.

He pleaded guiity in General Sessions yesterday to 
obtaining money by false pretenses, and showed 
by a number of witnesses that he had previously 
borne a good character. Recorder Smyth, under

Detective Flynn, of the Eighth Precinct, 
last night arrested William James, who gave a 
fictitious address, and was found in possession of 
two packages of silk, valued at $95, belonging to 


R. & H. Adams, of No. 83 Greene-street, which had 
been stolen from a wagon of Adams Express Com- 
pany. James, it is charged. is responsibie for the 
many robberies of cases of goods from trucks and 
from in front of stores down town which have 
been reported of late. It is claimed that he has 
been in the habit of hiring a truck daily from Phil- 
lip Collins, of No. 9 Hamilton-street, paying him $3 
per day for the use of the vehicle. He would then

BLEW HIS BRAINS OUT. 
A GERMAN’S SUICIDE AFTER AN ATTEMPT 
TO MURDER HIS WIFE. 

Jaeob Lauermann, a German, 33 years of 
age, residing at No. 406 West Fiftieth-street, the 
proprietor of a silk-dyeing establishment at No. 
404, next door to his residence, attempted yester- 
day morning to murder his wife Caroline, shot an 
employe who interfered to defend her, and brought 
the affair to a sanguinary conclusion by blowing 
out his brains, He had been married 12 years, and 
five children survive him. His trade was that of a 
barber, and he at one time owned a shaving saloon 


on Seventh-avenue, where he did a good business 
and made money. He was at that time tem- 
— and thrifty, and his married life was a 
appy one. Five Spree ago he tired of the bar- 
ber’s shop and sold it to one of his workmen. He 
then purchased the silk-dyeing establishment No. 
404 West Fiftieth-street and took his brother-in-law, 
Emil Bodmer, who was a prattical dyer, into part- 
nership. For three years the establishment flour- 
ished, but at tne end of that time the partners 
quarreled and finally separated, Bodmer selling out 
his interest in the concern to Lauermann. The lat- 
ter contixued the business alone, employing as 


foreman one Peter Heuger, of No. 227 East 
Forty-seventh-street, and a brother of his 
wife, William Niemeyer, as an assistant. The 


business, however, did net prosper. and Lauer- 
mann took to drink, beeame morose and quarrel- 
some, and abused his wife and children. In April 
last he appealed to his father-in-law, Daniel Nie- 
meyer, a shoe-maker living at No. 863 West Fiftieth- 
street, for aid to save him from utter ruin. The 
old man was possessed of a few dollars which he 
had scraped together by the most rigid economy, 
and for the sake of his daughter he gave Lauer- 
mann $300. With this money Lauermann settled 
some of the claims against him. He continued to 
drink to excess, and bis conduct toward his tamily 
was more brutal than ever. _ As the business was 
gradually slipping pany from him, he endeavored 
to induce his aged father-in-law to lend him $400 
mere, all the money the old man possessed. He 
was unsuccessful, and then he insisted that his 
wife should urge her father to grant the loan. Mrs. 
Lauermann refused to ailow her aged parents to 
beggar themselves for her husband. This aroused 
his anger, and on Saturday night last he threat- 
ened to kil! his wife and himself. The woman, 
thoroughly alarmed for her safety, fled from the 
house with her children, and took refuge with 
her parents, where she remained all night. Lauer- 
mann spent the night drinking, and made two 
attempts to enter his father-in-law’s house, but was 
prevented by the inmates, On Sunday Mrs. Lauer- 
mann sought her husband and begged him to 
amend his conduct or she would be compelled to 
leave him. The interview was unsatisfactory, and 
Mrs. Lauermann returned to her parents’ house. 
Yesterday morning, at about 7 o’clock, she went to 
the shop for the purpose of having a final inter- 
view with her husband and to endeavor to induce 
him to reform. She found him on the top fleor of 
the establishment. He was morose and quarrel- 
some. When she spoke to him he suddenly drew a 
pistol. When she saw the weapon she ran to the 
door and started dewn the stairs. Her husband 
fired one shot ut her, but the bullet passed harm- 
lessly over her head and lodged in the wall. The 
pistol-shot brought Heuger and the woman’s broth- 
er, William Niemeyer, to the spot. They seized 
Lauermann, and a struggle ensued for the posses- 
sion of the weapon, during which it was discharged, 
the bullet entering the left breast of Heuger, in- 
flicting a serious wound. The wounded man sank 
to the floor, and Lauermann, stepping over his 
body, ran down stairs and eseaped from the 
place. Niemeyer ran to the West Forty-sey- 
enth-street Police station, where bis sister had 
already preceded him and reported what had oe- 
curred. An ambulance was summoned, and Heu- 
ger was taken to Roosevelt Hospital. Officers 
were sent out to arrest Lauermann, but he had dis- 
appeared. At about 9 o’clock he walked down the 
steps into the lager beer saloon of William Becker, 
Jr., in the basement of No. 878 Seventh-averue. 
He asked permission to enter a room in the saloon 
and it was granted. In a few minutes the bar- 
keeper heard a pistol-shot, and, going into the 
room, discovered Lavermann lying dead on the 
floor, having shot himseif throuch the head with a 
new pistol, which he had evidently bought for the 
purpose after leaving his establishment in West 
Fiftieth-street. In his pocket was found a box of 
cartridges which he had purchased at the same 
time. The body of Lauermann was removed to his 
late residence by permission of Coroner Brady, 
who will hold an inquest in the case.

HOSPITAL SATURDAY ANDSUNDAY 
AN APPEAL TO BE SHORTLY ISSUED BY THE 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association was 
held last night at St. Luke’s Hospital. There were 
present Mr. George Maccuiloch Miller, President of 
the association; Mr. Hyman Blum, representing 
the Mount Sinai Hospital; the Rev. George S. Baker, 
Seeretary of the association; Mr. James M. Brown, 
New-York Hospital; Mr. John H. Mortimer, New- 
York Eye and Ear Hospital; Mr. Willets, Mr. 


Oliver H. Palmer, Hahnemann Hospital; 
and Mr. H. M. Mclaren, Home for  In- 
curables. The New-York Ophthalmic and 
Aural Institute, at No. 446 East T'welfth-street, 
was reported by the committee as an applicant for 
admission to the list of hospitals to share the fund 
to be collected. The Committee on Reports pre- 
sented a comprehensive tabulated etatement of 
the work, resources, and needs of each institution 
eonnected with the association for the year 1881. 
The Executive Committee adopted a form of ap- 
peal, which will soon be published to the churches 
and the general public im full. According to the 
appeal, the New-York Hospital, the Roosevelt Hos- 
pital, and the Nursery and Child’s Hospital ask for 
no sbare in the division of undesignated funds 
this year, and, therefore, make no report of 
their condition, The tabulated statement ao- 
companying it shows the work done for the 
year ending Dec. 30. The number of days that 
hospitals cared for free patients has been in each 
instance so calculated that the figures given in the 
reports show the actuai number of days of hospital 
care of adults entirely free. The total number of 
days’ care in the 17 hospitals in the association was 
248,680. These days, at an average cost of $1 15, 
show $286,282 expended by these 17 institutions in 
the free care of the siek during the last year. Of 
this large sum only $88,735 05 were received by 
these institutions as income from invested funds, 
and for the balance they are dependent upon 


the gifts of friends and such appropriations 
as m_ certain instances may be made 
by the City. As a new teature of the 


work of this committee, auxiliary Hospital Satur- 
day and Sunday Associations are this year being 
formed in some of the various business pursuits 
under a common form of constitution and by-laws. 
As the result of the establishment of such auxiliary 
societies, the association proposes to the Boards of 


- Hospitals joining the association that they agree to 


receive under the general rules of admission any 
sick persons nominated by the officers of these aux- 
iliary societies as are needing hospital treatment 
and are unable to pay for it, as free patients, under 
the following terms and conditions: That each gen- 
eral bospital and kospitals for women and incur- 
ables take patients thus nominated for as long a 
period as they need treatment, at the rate of one 
day's care for every dollar contributea by the 
auxiliary which nominates them. The hospitals 
for children will give one day’s care for every 75 
eents thus contributed, and the hospitals for the 
throat, eye, and ear at the rate of one day's care 
for every $1 25 thus contributed. 

The appeal ealls attention to the fact that this 
City of 1,200,000 inhabitants is poorly supplied with 
hospitals, and that 6,698 persons who received gra- 
tuitous relief were unable to otherwise obtain 
treatment. Hospital Saturday and Sunday fal! this 
vear on the day before Christmas and Christmas 
Day. The amount of charitable assistance the hes- 

ita)s will be able to extend, will depend absolute- 
yupon the responses to be made to the appeal. 
It is believed that the generosity which so readily 
extends assistance to distant countries and States, 
wiil not raii to appreciate and meet the needs of 
these necessary City institutions,

The driver burried to her assistance, and found her 
lifeless. Mrs, Morris was 51 years old and in the 
fuliness of health and strength.
